May it Please Your Excellency, 



In accordance with the desire of the Executive, that we should review the state 
and individual condition of Lunatic Asylums in this country during the nine months in- 
tervening between April and December — our last Report extending to the former month— 
we have the honour of submitting the present Supplementary Report for the above period. 

The same favourable results continue to mark the general working of institutions for the 
insane, both District and other, under our superintendence and control. In preceding 
Reports we brought under the notice of Parliament the history of District Asylums in 
Ireland, from their first establishment ; the expenditure, both in regard to their erection 
and current annual maintenance, as well as their progressive increase, and the improve- 
ments effected in them. We have further made such observations as we deemed pertinent 
to the subject of lunacy, than which perhaps none other at present more fully engages 
public attention, generalizing the result of our experience in deductions which we thought 
might be found interesting, if not of practical utility. We believe, too, that the appen- 
dices to our former Reports are as varied, extensive, and at the same time as strictly 
accurate and minute, as are to be found in the similar public documents of any country. 

After giving the subjoined tabular returns of the number of the insane of all denomi- 
nations accommodated in Ireland, we shall apply ourselves to the details of these several 
Asylums in alphabetical order, and thereby endeavour to place before your Excellency 
the particular condition of each.

Besides the above, from returns we obtained at the close of 1860, from every 
police district in Ireland, and in which the particulars as regard name, age, residence, 
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Ihtroduc- wer e given, there appeared to be an aggregate of 8,991 human beings of all grades 

' more or less mentally affected, of whom 1,651 were lunatics properly so called, 5,469 

were imbeciles, and 1,871 affected with epilepsy. We need scarcely observe that these 
returns, from the mode through which they were obtained, although, as stated in our last 
Report, every care was taken in their compilation, can only be regarded as simply 
approximative. 



Armagh. ARMAGH. 

acoommoda The Armagh Asylum, belonging to the counties of Armagh, Monaghan, and Cavan, had 
11 been long felt to be too small for the first-named county alone ; we, therefore, urged the 
division of the District both at the Board of the Asylum and personally before the Grand 
Juries of the two other counties. For a time it was supposed by the local authorities that 
poorhouses might be made available for the reception of lunatics, particularly of the chronic 
classes, and a proposition was adopted to convert them in part to the purpose ; but the 
result was so unpromising that the Grand Juries of Cavan and Monaghan decided on having 
each a separate asylum. The diminished and diminishing population of the two counties, at 
present amounting only to 280,000, from 315,000 in 1851, induced them to reconsider this 
arrangement also, when, on consultation, and after entering into the merits of the case, it 
was decided that it would be far more economical to build an asylum in common, it being 
New Asylum mutually agreed on that the site should be close to Monaghan. An Order in Council has 
Monagh“n and been consequently passed for the erection of an asylum there for 300 patients. Suitable 
grounds, about fifty acres, have been inspected for the purpose, and at the coming Spring 
Assizes we trust that all preliminaries will have been so arranged that the buildings may 
y be speedily commenced. 

Alterations During the nine months just elapsed a very important improvement has been effected 
mentfta 0 ™ at the Armagh Asylum, an ample supply of good water having been procured by the 
A^ium' sinking of a well, about eighty feet deep, through a limestone rock, at a cost of £220. 

87 nm ' Previously there had been from time to time, but particularly in the summer months, a 

great deficiency, and even the water obtained was of an inferior quality. The Board, at 
which we attended on two occasions for the purpose, has further applied to and obtained 
a loan of £6,500 from Government, wherewith to effect various additions, recommended 
by us — among others, a dining hall, infirmary, &c., &c., as well as alterations in the 
kitchen, laundry, dormitories, &c., and which, when finished, must prove of great benefit 
to the institution. An architect has been already employed by the Board of Governors, 
and is now preparing plans, which will be immediately carried into effect. We think, 
as the farm is much too small, only comprising eight acres, that the addition of ten or 
twelve more at the southern or town side of the building would be highly advisable ; and 
we have not failed to submit our views for the consideration of the Governors, now, we 
may say, all but limited to those belonging to Armagh, and who, though aware that their 
county will have to repay a considerable sum to the detached counties of Monaghan and 
Cavan, do not hesitate in doing what they consider advisable for the requirements of their 
own more limited Distinct, the population of which amounting to 189,000, will have 
accommodation for about 200 lunatics. 

Statistics. The number of patients in the Asylum on 31st December was 144; 21 were admitted 
in the previous nine months, 14 were discharged cured, and 5 died, or 4£ per cent, per 
annum — a very low mortality indeed on the daily average under treatment. 

No death was caused by accident or suicide, neither did any escape occur. Of the total 
number under treatment, 25 are probably curable, the remaining 119 offer little or no hope 
of recovery. The proportion of the married to the unmarried is 33 to 111. The average 
number employed is 40 males, and 41 females : 85 patients are more or less educated, 
and 59 would appear to be altogether illiterate. The total outlay for nine months 
in the Asylum was £2,529 11s. 9d ., or at the rate of £23 6s. Id. per head annually. 
On the condition of the Armagh Asylum, which we frequently visit, we have reason 
to report favourably, as well as of its general management; and we are happy to observe 
that the corridors and day-rooms have been rendered more cheerful by the introduction 
of plants, pictures, birds, &c., and that means of amusement for the inmates are not 
neglected. 

The Board attends regularly once in each month, for fiscal and general business. 
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BALLINASLOE. 

The Ballinasloe Asylum, originally constructed (1833) for 150 patients, was intended to 
meet the wants .of the whole province of Connaught, containing nearly one million and 
a-half of inhabitants. From time to time it was enlarged to accommodate its present 
number, 333— the same as that on the 31st March. In the year 1855, on a report to the 
Executive from the Inspectors, a new asylum was erected at Sligo, for the two counties 
of Sligo and Leitrim, thus leaving Galway, Roscommon, and Mayo, with a conjoint 
population of 681,000, attached in common to Ballinasloe. The dearth of sufficient pro- 
vision in the asylum was first mooted by us at the Board of Governors, and subsequently 
brought under the notice of Government. The Grand Jury of Mayo at once assented to 
the proposition of dividing the District, and to the establishment of an asylum at Castlebar 
the county town. The Grand J uries of Galway and Roscommon, on fully considering the 
exigencies of the District, the question having been discussed between them and the In- 
spector at two different assizes, withdrew all objection to their detachment from Mayo 

passing, however, resolutions to the effect, that when, repayments came to be levied 
ample allowances should be made in favour of the ratepayers of the two remaining counties 
for the wear and tear of thirty years, and that Mayo should still contribute its fatr propor- 
tion of the superannuation payable to the staff and servants of the Ballinasloe Asylum. 

An Order in Council was passed in due course for an asylum for 300 patients, at Castle- 
bar. Fifty-one acres have been purchased at a cost of £4,090 by the Board of Control (of 
which the Inspectors form two of the four members), the plans have been approved of, 
estimates and specifications prepared, the grounds surveyed, & c., so that when the weather 
admits of it there will be no delay in undertaking the works. 

Within the last five years no structural additions or alterations have been undertaken in 
the Ballinasloe Asylum. Its inmates — at least, the great majority — belong to the humblest 
classes of the rural population, and are in every way most carefully attended to ; indeed, 
were we to adduce an instance of the benevolent and liberal spirit which pervades the 
management of Irish District Asylums, we would most appropriately refer to that at Bal- 
linasloe, where patients, hitherto living in a destitute condition, are afforded food, 
raiment, lodging, and other domestic comforts previously unknown to them. 

In the course of nine months ending 31st December, 62 lunatics were admitted ; 25 were 
discharged cured, and 10 improved; 27, or 10 per cent., died, and from natural causes 
only. None escaped. The married and widowed amount to 103; the single to 230. 
The probably curable fall to the low figure of 48, against 285 incurable, and many of 
them very aged; 42 males and 57 females formed the daily averages employed; 171, or 
something over a half, are utterly uneducated — in fact, of the 333, 27 alone can read or 
write well. In an asylum such as the Ballinasloe there is, therefore, very little room for 
mental occupation or varied amusements. Still the patients in it, most kindly treated, 
have an air of comfort about them. The expenditure for the nine months embraced in this 
Report was £4,921 3s. 2 d., or £19 13s. 5d. per head annually.’ 

On the removal of the Mayo lunatics this asylum will be restricted to the insane poor 
of the two counties of Galway and Roscommon, having a united population of 427,000. 
The buildings are all through in excellent repair. The construction of a dining-hall 
appears to us very desirable, together with increased facilities for supplying the house 
generally with hot water ; the latter subject will be immediately brought at our request 
by the Resident Physician under the notice of the Governors, whose attention has been 
already called to the want of a proper drying apparatus in the laundry, as well as to the 
advantage of enlarging the main cistern, which is capable of containing only about 2,000 
gallons of water, a quantity insufficient for the requirements of so large an establishment. 



THE BELFAST ASYLUM 

Continues in the same overcrowded state, being far too limited in size for the wants of 
the District, notwithstanding that from the additions made to it within the last six years 
it is at present one of the largest asylums in Ireland. Its proximity to a populous and. 
daily increasing town, and the number of inhabitants in the adjoining manufacturing vil- 
lages, producing incessant demands upon it. The separation of the counties of Down 
and Antrim became long since an object of urgent necessity in the opinion of the Inspectors, 
•and we consequently pressed its consideration on every occasion that offered before Com- 
mittees, Grand Juries, and the Board of Superintendence of the Down Gaol. In accordance 
with our recommendation, the Grand Jury of Down, at the last Spring Assizes, decided 
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on the erection of a separate asylum for the county, the gaol of which, from want of suitable 
accommodation, was converted into a sort of lunatic depot. The Grand Jury of Antrim, 
and also a majority of the Governors of the Asylum in Belfast, were adverse to a division 
of the District, advocating either the enlargement of the existing institution, or the erec- 
tion of an auxiliary asylum in its vicinity. To arrive, if possible, at some definitive arrange- 
ment, it was agreed that a deputation, composed of some of the most influential landed 
proprietors of the county Down, should meet a similar deputation from Antrim together 
with one from the Board of Governors. The meeting accordingly took place, and one of 
the Inspectors attended. After a long discussion two resolutions were proposed ; the one 
carried by the majority, in favour of non-separation, was unanimously opposed by the Down 
deputation. At the next Summer Assizes the Down Grand Jury reiterated its former 
resolution. The question at issue was referred to Government, and subsequently brought 
officially by the Inspector under the notice of the Governors of the Asylum at a special 
meeting, when all further opposition to a division of the District was frankly withdrawn 
by them. An Order in Council was consequently passed for erecting an Asylum near 
Downpatrick for 300 patients after the coming Spring Assizes, at which a local committee 
is to be nominated by the Grand Jury, the Board of Control will initiate the necessary 
arrangements. 

Of the general management of this institution we have reason to speak favourably, 
as on our various inspections we found the patients carefully and judiciously attended to, 
and the house clean and well organized in its details, under the control of a highly influential 
Board, than which none can take a warmer interest in the fulfilment of the trust confided 
to it. But while most willing to concede to that Board all the praise it deserves, we cannot 
refrain from again expressing our regret that it should stand alone in the whole empire in 
its opposition to the regular attendance of Chaplains, duly appointed as such, on the mass 
of patients so likely to derive consolation, if not direct curative benefit, from their minis- 
trations. To join issue on a technical point of law, or to wait till an Act of Parliament 
shall decide as to whether Chaplains are or are not to officiate, is beside the question — the 
principle remains intact — the rites and comforts of religion should be afforded to our fellow- 
creatures, who, being confined in public institutions, are thereby denied the opportunity 
of seeking them out of doors ; and, as we have already observed, we cannot conceive why 
delusions restricted to one subject should necessarily influence the correct exercise of the 
mind on all others ; or why, for example, if a patient believed himself to be a lord mayor, 
judge, or general, he should not have the facility of attending a place of worship according to 
his creed, for surely the practice of religion is not incompatible with the functions of any 
of those exalted personages to whose order he might fancy he belonged. In criminal law 
the accused is justly held responsible for the offence he may have committed, unless it be 
associated with his delusions ; hence partial sanity is legally recognised as coexistent with 
partial insanity. By strengthening the former we materially modify the latter, and thus, 
irrespective of its other influences, religion may act as a sanatory agent. 

we, therefore, trust that the Board of the Belfast Asylum, which has hitherto so kindly 
ministered to the comfort of its inmates by the formation of an admirable band of music, 
the encouragement of evening entertainments, reading, country excursions, and the like, 
will afford us the opportunity of stating in our next Report that it had itself applied to 
your Excellency for the appointment of three Chaplains, an Episcopalian, Presbyterian, 
and Roman Catholic, as at Omagh and Londonderry, where, according to an official 
report from the Governors, “ the system of religious instruction and public worship has 
been productive of beneficial results exceeding their most sanguine expectations.” 

The number of patients in the Belfast Asylum on the 31st December was 357, one more 
- than on the 31st March; 88 were admitted in the intervening nine months, 56 discharged 
cured, and 17 improved, the total deaths being 13, or at the rate of about 5 per cent, 
annually. This gives an unusually low average among lunatics out of a civic population. 

One female, who was convalescent, escaped, and was retained at home by her friends. 
No accident of any kind occurred. With regard to social condition, the married and 
widowed amounted to 122, the unmarried to 235. The incurables and epileptics (246), 
constitute more than two-thirds of the total number under treatment. The outlay, em- 
bracing every item of expense for the nine months just elapsed, was £5,226 15s. dd., or 
£19 8s. 8<f. per head per annum. 

We think a great improvement would be effected in this asylum by the. construction ot 
a refectory in it, as, independent of the facilities thereby afforded for supplying the patients 
with their meals more comfortably, the necessity of carrying food to sixteen different and 
distant day-rooms would be obviated, the passages would be at all times in a more orderly 
state, and the odour from cooked meat and vegetables, and which has been complained of 
as affecting the atmosphere of asylums, particular lyin damp and- close weather, would .be 
no longer perceptible. 
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Th e day-rooms too in the refractory divisions, particularly at the male side, are clearly 
too small for their inmates, and the consequence is that after being occupied for any length 
of time they a cannot be as cleanly and well-ventilated as could be desired: for disagreeable 
as pent-up air is in any place, it becomes particularly so in apartments where lunatics 
are crowded together. 

We may here take the opportunity of observing, that an essential point in the con- 
struction of asylums is the securing an ample indoor space, with commodious lavatories 
water-closets, &c., for the refractory above all other classes, a circumstance which will 
be duly attended to for the future, not only in the erection of new hospitals for the insane 
but in the additions to be made to those already established. 



CARLOW. 

The Carlow, one of the first District Asylums opened in this country, and built for 102 
patients, contains at present exactly double that number, such has been the pressure on 
it from the three counties of Carlow, Kildare, and Wexford, for which, and Kilkenny (but 
recently detached), it was originally intended. During the last nine months 39 patients 
were admitted; 20 were discharged cured, and two convalescent; 12 died, or per cent, 
on the average number under treatment. No accident of any kind occurred in this 
establishment, which at all times has been conducted in the most satisfactory manner. 

Regarding the educational and social condition of the inmates, 52, or as nearly as 
possible a fourth, are uneducated ; and the same number are widowed or unmarried. Of 
the history of 65 lunatics transmitted from prison as dangerous, we have no certain record • 
some of them have been in the asylum over twenty years. Ninety-six patients are 
probably curable, and 108 quite, demented ; 49 has been the dailyaverage of males employed, 
and 65 of females. Books and other means of amusement are afforded the patients, and 
latterly the Board has had it in contemplation to establish a small band of music in the 
asylum. In few institutions are the inmates treated with more consideration than at Car- 
low, and though the house itself is kept with order and regularity, it is still far from beino 1 
in the condition we could desire. In saying so we refer to certain wants and deficiencies, 
especially of a structural nature — water-closets, baths, infirmaries, an enlarged kitchen, 
a suitable place for worship, &c. At the same time, as heretofore observed by us, we 
must allow that none of those desirable improvements or additions can be undertaken 
in the existing overcrowded state of the institution. 

In no district of Ireland did a more urgent necessity exist for an increased provision for 
its lunatic poor than in the Carlow, and so far as the Inspectors were concerned, for the 
last ten years they have not ceased to express their opinions on the subject. The Grand 
Jury of the county Wexford, also, felt the great disadvantages accruing to their lunatics 
from the want of a home accommodation, of which the County Gaol afforded the strongest 
proof; so many as thirty lunatics committed as dangerous being generally confined in it, 
awaiting an admission into the District Asylum, which very rarely offered. Fortunately 
this state of things is drawing to a close, for not only has an Order in Council been 
passed for the establishment of an asylum at Enniscorthy, but the site, with forty acres, 
has been purchased at a cost of £2,712. The plans, of a very expensive and ornamental 
character, as made by the architect selected by the Grand Jury, and which have been 
recently submitted to the Commissioners of Control, are now undergoing certain revisions 
directed by them, both in regard to economy and structural conveniences. A local 
committee, composed of some of the leading gentry of the county, has been appointed, and 
with its co-operation we anticipate that a building creditable in every respect to the dis- 
trict will be constructed ; and further, that on its occupation by the patients belonging to 
Wexford, and just now located in Carlow, the asylum there will be fully renovated, and 
more land taken, as the present farm — only twelve acres — is much too small. - 

The position of a lunatic institution at Carlow, as regards the two counties of Wexford 
and Kildare, has hitherto been alike inconvenient to the greater portion of both. The 
former, by having an asylum for itself, will soon escape the disadvantages arising from 
distance; but the remote parts of Kildare, such as some parishes in the barony of Car- 
berry, over forty miles distant from the asylum at Carlow, and comparatively close to 
that at Mullingar, must continue to suffer as before, or until such time as the country 
at large will have been fully supplied with accommodation for its insane poor, when 
arrangements tending to obviate the inconvenience referred to may be very properly taken 
into consideration. 
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Oabiovt. This Asylum has been inspected on three occasions within the last nine months, and on 
— each it was found in a very satisfactory state. The Boards, though the attending Governors 
are few, have latterly been held with much more regularity than was formerly the case. 



Clonmel. 



CLONMEL. 



Admissions, The Asylum at Clonmel, for the North and South Ridings of Tipperary, contains its full 
discharges, complement — 140 patients — a number from which, since its erection thirty years ago, it has 
scarcely ever deviated, such has been the urgent and continuous demands upon it. Eleven 
lunatics only have been admitted into it during the past nine months. Six were discharged 
recovered, and one was returned to friends im pr ov ed. F our died, a mortality rating little more 
than 3 per cent, annually. N o accident of any kind has occurred in this institution for years. 

The social condition, quoad marriages, presents a marked contrast here and in Armagh, 
the married in Clonmel being to the unmarried as 55 to 58, in Armagh as 28 to 111. Sixty- 
nin e of the 140 are uneducated, and, we regret to add, that 115 are incurable, but still for 
the most part requiring that supervision which in asylums alone can be efficiently sustained. 
Auxiliary For some years an increased provision for the insane poor of the county had been a 
Asylum at su bj e ct of discussion, not so much in reference to its absolute necessity as with regard to the 
' locality in which it should be provided. As stated by us in a preceding Report, we did 
all we could to procure the erection of an asylum in the North Riding, stating our views 
and reasons therefor to the Executive and the different local authorities ; but eventually a 
decision was come to at the conjoint solicitation of both Grand J uries and the Board, to 
have an auxiliary establishment at Clonmel, Government stipulatin g, on our recommendation, 
that all the available land about the workhouse should be purchased with it, and which 
has been done at a cost of £2,335. The estimate for structural alterations and additions 
for the accommodation of 150 patients, and which is already in progress, amounts to 
£6,000, so that, after all, even on the score of economy, little will have been gained, 
whilst the inconvenience of distance remains unchanged. No doubt, within the last twenty 
years, the population of the county has fallen from 435,000 to 247,000, and thus, so far under 
existing circumstances, an asylum provision for 310 lunatics may, on the whole, be consi- 
dered a fairly proportional one ; but the disadvantages to pauper lunatics of a journey of from 
forty to sixty miles, from the northern parishes to the southern asylum of the district, par- 
ticularly in inclement weather, is a serious consideration, when, as we strenuously advised, 
accommodation might have been secured at home, and at no very great extra charge. 
At present fully three-fourths of the lunatics in the Clonmel Asylum belong to the South 
Riding, of which that town is the capital. To protect the interests of the North Riding 
a due number of beds must be secured for it in future. An ample and well cultivated 
Parm. farm of thirty acres is attached to the Asylum, and the whole concern is conducted m a 
most creditable manner, and with a considerate regard to the well-being, occupation, and 
amusement of the patients. On the completion of the auxiliary buildings, it is proposed 
that an assistant medical superintendent should reside on the premises, with a suitable 
but small staff of attendants to look after the chronic cases drafted to it. Thus we shall 
endeavour to effect the best arrangements for the county at large. 

Fifty has hitherto been the male average daily employed, and forty-nine the female. 
The well educated amount to only seven, the illiterate to sixty-nine. One patient alone has 
been under restraint within the past nine months. The outlay has been £2,463 14s. 2a., 
or at the rate of £23 9s. 3 d. a-year per head, including every item of expenditure. 



Cork. CORE. 

The Cork District Asylum, opened about nine years since, was constructed for the recep- 
tion of 500, and contained on the 31st December last 479 inmates, principally belonging to 
the city, and East Riding of the county. The remote baronies of the West Riding, from 
fifty to seventy miles distant, do not by any means participate in its advantages in the same 
proportion as those in closer proximity to the institution ; so much so, that when lunatics 
belonging to the former are brought to it, generally speaking, it will be found that they 
had, in the first instance, been arrested under the 8th & 9th Vic., cap. 107, as dangerous, 
and thus escorted to prison by the police, their immediate friends, for the most part paupers 
themselves, having neither pecuniary nor other means for their conveyance from home. 
Suggestion In extensive districts, such as the Tipperary just spoken of, the Cork, Killarney, 
expense 1 of and Ballinasloe, it would be highly advisable if some funds were placed at the disposal of 
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local magistrates to pay the cost of travelling to asylums when the lunatics are absolute c °“-

of the Peace and parochial clergyman, to allow the expense thereof out of the Grand P au P er 
Jury rates, for parties in indigent circumstances becoming insane, and duly certified as 
such by the 'dispensary physician of the district. J 3 

The condition of the Cork Asylum, with reference to its general management and the General man. 
medical treatment of its inmates, has been at all times very satisfactory The natipnfs m a a g em ent of 
body, are well and warmly clad. The corridors and sleeping-rooms are kepf cleanly’ and Awl “ - 
in good order, and the bedding, on our recommendation, has latterly been improved The 
day-rooms, however particularly those at the male side, are rather dingy and unfinished 
without any break, by print or picture, to the monotony of their walls. 

During the nine months just expired 97 patients were admitted, the large number of Admissions 
74 were discharged cured, and 4 were taken home by their families improved a ? d 

Eighteen died from natural causes, being at the low rate of five annually in a hundred. £S£7t 
One, a male, ti om suicide. A coronor’s inquest was held on the deceased, and the verdict P at ' ent - 
generated all parties from blame. The individual in question was an agricultural labourer" 
he had been in the house for some years, and never evinced any suicidal disposition. On 
the day of his death he was employed cutting seed potatoes, as he had for some days before 
in a shed, where, in the absence of the attendant, he hung himself with a straw rope which 
he happened to see in it. This act was, no doubt, the result of a momentary impulse 
from the painful comparison of the present with the past ; for the land steward, under 
whose charge lie was placed, remarking to him a few moments before how clever he was, 
he, in reply, feelingly alluded to the days when he had his own farm, and planted potatoes 
oil it for his wife and children. 

With reference to the educational condition of the inmates of this institution, thirty-one Statistics, 
only are well-informed, 225 cannot read or write, the others can do so but indifferently. 

The proportion of the married to the unmarried is 125 to 354; the incurables amount to 
252, the probably curable to 227. During the nine months four patients escaped from 
off the farm, three of whom were quickly retaken by the attendants ; one, a convalescent 
female, found her way home, where she was retained. Among the patients admitted was 
a man whose brother and sister died in the asylum, and another who also had had a 
brother and sister in it, who left cured. 

The. average number employed in useful occupations in and out of doors within the 
past nine months was 140 males and 147 females. 



Much attention has, we are glad to report, been paid in tbe Cork Asylum to procuring Amusements, 
suitable amusements for tbe insane. A ball is held once, at least, in each month, in tbe 
recreation hall. A regular band of music has been formed under tbe direction of a paid 
master. There are bagatelle-tables and cards, than which latter there is seemingly nothing 
more to the taste of an Irish lunatic. Few are disposed to read. 

The total expenditure of this asylum for nine months was £6,255 3s. 4 d., at the rate of Low rate of 
£17 18s. 10d. a-head in the year. The cost of patients in the Cork Asylum has been ex P endlture - 
hitherto lower than in any similar establishment in this country, a fact referrible to 
different causes. In the first place the scale of dietary, particularly in the item of animal 
food, is not so liberal as elsewhere, neither are the wages of servants ; secondly, super- 
annuation pensions, which, in longer established District Asylums form a considerable 
item., are as yet very low ; and thirdly, repairs, alterations, and the renovation of old 
furniture, &c., have been hitherto almost unneeded. 

No structural additions or changes have been made in the Asylum since its opening, Continued 
with the exception of a Turkish bath and an apparatus for warming a portion of the Turkish°Bath. 
female dormitories. The former has now been in operation for over twelve months, and 
so successfully, that similar baths may well be adopted in other asylums. The Resident 
Physician reports very favourably of its tranquillizing effects, whilst for general use it has 
m great measure superseded the common tepid bath, it being daily employed, on an 
average, by about thirty patients, who take it in succession through the house, unless in 
particular cases there be reasons to the contrary. On inquiring from the lunatics them- 
selves, we find that it is agreeable to the great majority, and some even regard it as a 
luxury. 

The construction of an apparatus for heating by boiling water was submitted to the Com- Heating 
nnssioners of Control by the Board of Governors early in the spring of last year, but we I 'PP ara,us - 
hesitated a long time as to its expediency, impressed witb the opinion that, in a climate 
such, as ours, it was not only uncalled for, but might be prejudicial, inasmuch as a perfect 
ventilation appeared to us more or less incompatible with a continuous and fixed supply 
of hot air, no matter how obtained ; neither did we think, however prevalent its employ- 
ment in other countries, where the thei’mometer for months in tbe year falls consider 
rably under the freezing point, that in Ireland, so subject to a damp, close, and oppres- 
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Cork. s i V e atmosphere, with a temperature, in winter even, scarcely below 40 degrees, hot air 
Objections to was required, of all places, in institutions for the insane. No doubt, in the gaols and con- 
heating by v j c t depots of this country, it is used to a certain extent, but the sedentary habits of a pri- 
boULng'water. soner confined to his cell in some handicraft employment, are totally different from those 
of the lunatic, freely associating with others, who is at liberty to move about in ample 
corridors and day-rooms, and when fine to' take advantage of the weather out of doors. 

We think animal heat is more steadily and healthfully maintained by good clothing 
day and night, comfortable bedding, a fair supply of nutritious food, and a ready access 
to open fireplaces and open stoves well supplied with fuel; while it should not be forgotten 
that, independent of the unpleasantness of confined air, so noticeable among lunatics, 
the freshness of good ventilation is of primary importance in cerebral affections. 

It was supposed that some patients had died from the effects of cold at the Cork Asylum ; 
but on reference to the books of that institution, not a single case was attributed to such 
a cause. As an experiment, however, and to meet the repeated wishes of the Board of 
Governors, the Commissioners of Control acceded to the heating of the cells and sleeping- 
rooms off a corridor containing thirty-eight beds, at the female side, the cost whereof 
amounted to £120 ; the apparatus has just been finished. 

Sanitary While on the subject of heating, we would observe _ that, anxious to arrive at a just 

condition of conclusion as to its merits, and prepared to surrender, if necessary, our own preconceived 

wcompSeT opinions, we sought information elsewhere. In the last Report of the Commissioners of 
with English Lunacv in England, a return is given of the deaths in the lunatic asylums of that country 
Asylums. con secutive years, viz., from 1854 to 1858 inclusive ; those from 1858 to 1862 have 

not been as yet published, so we cannot make any comparison for the latter period with 

our more recent returns. On contrasting the mortality in the Cork Asylum (which cer- 

tainly is not an under average one in Ireland), for the same term, with that in the Stafford, 
which we selected in the first instance, as being regarded among the best lunatic institu- 
tions of the sister kingdom, and heated in the most approved manner, the deaths con- 
secutively, from year to year, on the daily average under treatment appeared to he 137, 
Mortality. 12 8, 13 '8, 17'6, 14‘1 ; while in Cork the proportion, similarly calculated, stands thus— 
10, 7‘1, 5-9, 8-5, 8-9. But not to restrict the inquiry to one asylum, for, to use a 
common phrase, there might be a temporary “ run of luck against it,” if we take the other 
asylums, commencing, for example, with the letter S — the Suffolk, Somerset, and Surrey, 
all of high repute, and each fully furnished, we believe, with a heating apparatus, we 
shall find on examination, that the deaths in the Suffolk, 167 on 1,369 (the total average 
under treatment), will be 12 per cent. ; in the Somerset, 233 deaths on 1,800 (the total 
average), 12*9 per cent. ; in the Surrey, 512 deaths on 4,645 (the total average), 11 per 
cent. ; while in the Cork, 189 deaths on 2,360, the similar total average under treat- 
ment for five years, constitute only 8 per cent., or, relatively speaking, as to deaths 
alone, 43 per cent, less than the Stafford, 39 less than the Somerset, 34 less than the 
Suffolk, and 28 less than the Surrey Asylum. Again, in the. most northern and, from 
climate, coldest of Irish asylums, in which, too, no artificial heating is employed, the deaths 
in the five years just enumerated, offer, in proportion to the total averages, about the same 
favourable contrast as the Cork, being in Omagh 7‘4, and in Londonderry 87, per cent. 
We have thus minutely referred to the question of heating, and placed before your Excel- 
lency our sentiments thereon, which have been corroborated by the opinion of two of 
the Commissioners of Control, after a visit specially made to some of the English asy- 
lums. It is, therefore, the intention of the Board of Control to rely simply on open 
fire-places and stoves of an improved principle for the proper and, above all, an equable 
heating of the asylums about to be erected in this country. 

Condition of Attached to the Cork As 3 r lum are fifty-eight statute acres, with farm offices, &c. The 
arm ‘ land is now in a tolerably fair state of cultivation, having been cleared and generally un- 
proved by the patients under a professed agriculturist. We cannot, however, speak in 
flattering terms of the condition of the grounds in front of the building, which have been 
hitherto much neglected; had our recommendation been carried out, before this they would 
have been tastefully laid down as airing and exercise gardens. We hope that in the course 
of the coming year the Board of Governors will direct its attention to the matter, 
^oom R statc P ar ^ cu ^ ar ty as ^ ie regular yards are damp and gloomy. Those at the extremity of either 
of°airing Statc wing admit of being improved: they should be enlarged, and enclosed by a sunk fence 
yards. instead of the existing high Avails. 

dinin 1 °h u . With certain additions, among which avc would especially mention a commodious 
1 ,mng ' ,!l ' dining-hall, this asylum might be rendered much more perfect in its details. As it is, the 
front of the house occupies a line from eight to nine hundred feet long, the kitchen is. in 
the centre and at the rere; hence food has to be conveyed three times daily over tAVO hundred 
yards to some of the distant sitting-rooms, at the top of a third story. The construction 
of a refectory Avould materially increase the comfort of the inmates-, and thus their meals 
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would, be served to them much warmer and more commodiously than now ; and while Cork. 
diminishing the labour of the attendants, would tend to greater cleanliness and better venti- 
lation. We hoped we had succeeded in gaining the Governors over to our views, as plans 
for the purpose were discussed, but the dread of additional charges on an already heavy 
expenditure has marred their good intention. 

The infirmary, as also the chapel, which is used in common by both persuasions, lies infirmary ac- 
detached from the main building, and accommodates twenty-four inmates; but as they commodatlon ' 
are all in associated dormitories, we have suggested to the Governors the propriety of 
providing eight single cells for the violent or noisy, who otherwise must seriously inter- 
fere with the quiet and sleep of the ordinary sick. We further directed their attention Furniture, 
on a late occasion to a deficiency, viz., that of seats of suitable construction in the hos- 
pital, as well as in the divisions for the more aged and weakly patients. 

We frequently visit this large and important institution at which a full Board attends Board 
monthly, three of the members of which devote a constant attention to the well-being meethlg8 - 
of the inmates in the intervals between the meetings. 

At the Cork Asylum, after much and lengthened discussion, the admission of reporters Admission of 
was approved of by a bare majority, a practice previously unknown in every asylum in Board 638 10 
the three kingdoms. We frankly confess we see no benefit whatever arising, or likely to meetings, 
arise from this exceptional course. 

The proceedings of Boards of Prison Superintendence are not open to the press, 
which, it must be said, has never sought admittance to them; neither are those in 
hospitals or charitable foundations, though supported by the public. On principle, then, 
and for obvious reasons, the proceedings in the Board-room of a lunatic asylum, where 
the most delicate family questions, albeit of the humbler classes, are necessarily discussed 
from time to time, should be kept private ; the Governors of District Asylums are not 
elected as Poor Law Guardians, with a power of taxation, but chosen by the Executive 
from among the leading gentry, and simply delegated to carry out a trust for the benefit 
of their insane fellow-creatures., the necessary funds for which are advanced by the 
Treasury on orders from the Lord Lieutenant in Council. 



KILKENNY. Kn^™. 

The Kilkenny District Asylum, restricted to the county and city of the name, has under- condition of 
gone little or no interior alteration since its opening in 1854, with the exception of the buiIdin « 8 ' 
convei’sion of part of the upper corridors to dormitory purposes, on a plan suggested by 
the Inspectors, by which twenty beds have been added. The airing-yards at either side 
of the wings, and having a south-westerly aspect, with a commanding view of the sur- 
rounding scenery, have been latterly modified and improved. The building generally is 
in a very satisfactory state, and all the fitments in good order, save those of the laundry, 
the boilers in which appear to us too small, and the means for supplying them with hot 
and cold water insufficient; a fact we brought a short time since under the notice of the Admissions, 
Board. The number of inmates in this establishment on the 31st December was 154, or ^’ c scharges ' • 
18 under its full complement. The admissions for previous period of nine months were 12; 
the recoveries, 7; 1 was taken home improved; 7 died from natural causes, none from 
suicide or accident. Three attempted escape, but were immediately retaken. The house is 
kept with much regularity and neatness, and the well-being of its inmates carefully attended 
to. Altogether, both in regard to interior management and the mode in which the pleasure- Management, 
grounds and farm are maintained, the Kilkenny Asylum deserves commendation. 

From time to time harmless idiots, as well as hopelessly demented and quiet cases, have 
been removed to the adjoining poorhouse, in exchange for more urgent cases belonging to 
the union — it being however understood that a liberal scale of dietary, similar to that in 
the asylum, should be continued to them. 

The number of male patients actually employed for the past year averaged 35 ; of 
females, 48. Fifty-four of the total inmates can neither read nor write. The married and 
widowed amount to 40 ; the single to 114 ; while the probably curable are just a sixth only 
of those under treatment. In this asylum there are fourteen related within the degree of 
second cousins; and proportionally more paying patients. The margin of vacancies Paying 
here, in the absence of pauper applicants, admits the reception of parties willing to pay, P atients - 
but who have not means to meet the expenses of a private licensed house; and we, under 
such circumstances, do not see any fair reason why, if injury does not thereby accrue to 
the lunatic poor in the restricted signification of the term, the advantages of a public 
institution should be denied to the ratepayer who contributes to its support. 

The interior arrangements of the Kilkenny District Asylum are good and commodious. 

There are two dining-halls and a well-constructed infirmary for males and females ; oppor-

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Kilkenny, t unities of amusement, music, reading, dancing, are freely afforded. The total outlay of 
this asylum for the nine months just expired was £2,286 13s. 11 d., or at the rate of 
£19 18s. lOd. a head. 

Board The Board assembles once a month for the discharge of business; and were it not for 

meetings. the regular attendance of three or four of the most influential members, resident from 
twelve to twenty miles distant, occasionally a sufficient number to form a quorum 
would not be present, although the asylum is in the vicinity of an important city. A 
Sub-Committee of two gentlemen resident in the neighbourhood pays great attention to 
the general well-working of the establishment.

KILLARNEY. 



The asylum belongs altogether to the county of Kerry, which at present contains 200,000 
inhabitants, or 38,000 less than when, in 1850, an Order in Council was passed for its 
detachment from the Limerick district. 

The institution commands a view of the lakes, with their adjacent mountain scenery, 
and thus, so far as situation can be said to exercise a beneficial influence over the minds 
of the insane, enjoys peculiar advantages. 

Condition of It was constructed for 220 patients, but presents a more imposing appearance than its 
bmiding. actual accommodation would seem to warrant. The central buildings, in consequence of 
the use of a thick drying Avash or composition, first extensively tried at the Cork Asylum, 
is now, we are glad to observe, secured in great measure from the effects of damp ; but the 
wings at either side having a south-west aspect, and thus fully exposed to the prevalent 
rainy winds of the couutry that beat against them with great force, are as yet far from 
being stanched against Avet. The Board, hoAvever, purpose employing in the course of 
the coming year the same exterior Avash over the house generally, so as to alloAV the Avails 
to dry from without inwards, and thus obviate the danger of dry rot in the joists and 
flooring of some of the corridors and day-rooms, which otherwise there would be reason- 
able cause to apprehend. Now that the central building is in a fit condition, avc think the 
propriety of painting or papering the passages, public rooms, and general apartments in 
it, and which are but coarsely plastered, may become a very fitting consideration for the 
Board. 

statistics. The number of lunatics in the Killarney Asylum has varied little within the nine months 
just elapsed. On the 31st March it amounted to 196 ; on the 31st December, to 197. 
During the intervening period 44 were admitted; 17 were discharged cured, 9 con Acescent, 
and 3 unimproved; the deaths, 14, Avere all referrible to natural causes, but principally to 
old age and debility. Tavo patients effected a temporary escape — one was immediately 
retaken, after getting over the bound ary-Avall ; the other was pursued by the attendant in 
charge to his house, and brought back next day. The probably curable form about a fourth 
of the total under treatment. The educated, be it to a greater or less degree, in all 86, 
contrast favourably Avith the utterly illiterate, 107, a ratio more satisfactory than the 
average of other district asylums. The unmarried predominate here, as elsewhere, but not 
to the same extent, the numbers respectively being to the married 112 to 78 (of 7 in the 
house the social condition is unknown). If Ave compare Londonderry and Kerry, for 
example — the one in the extreme north, the other in the south — the proportion of the 
single is 179 to 50, the cause of difference being, no doubt, owing to the greater pre- 
valence of early marriages in the latter county. Again, as indicative of the extent of 
clanship in Kerry, and of feudal habits even among the poor, for thus Ave would explain 
the fact, Ave find far more of relationship among patients in this asylum than in any other 
in Ireland — in fact, 29 of the 195 are Avithin the degree of second cousinship. 

Asylum The daily average employed was 42 females and 58 males; the former principally in the 

grouads. laundry or at needlework, the latter in agricultural labour. 

The asylum stands upon a farm of thirty acres, sufficient probably for the number at 
present engaged in its cultivation ; but from the position of the buildings at its very con- 
fines, Ave could desire that about eight acres lying close to and immediately in front of them, 
were added to it, in order to prevent their being taken at any future time by private 
parties for building purposes, as thus not only the appearance of the asylum, but its 
privacy would be seriously damaged. 

The Board is adverse, and it must be added, with every semblance of justice, to any fresh 
expenditure in the way of rent or purchase — useful as it might, and in the present instance 
certainly Avould be — that directly increased the taxation of the county for lunatic purposes, 
and at present amounting to 5 d. in the pound on the Grand Jury valuation. 

Management. The Killarney Asylum is conducted in a highly creditable manner, and the patients 
themselves as a body seem to appreciate the kindness with which they are treated. On our 
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different inspections we have found them carefully looted after, and their creature comforts 
fully attended to. The men take their meals in a common refectory ; the females in their 
different divisions. 

The whole establishment appears to be maintained with a due regard to cleanliness, 
order, and ventilation, while the humanizing influence of cheap but appropriate deco- 
rations in many of the day-rooms and corridors, is not neglected. The new airing 
courts, particularly that at the male side, a sort of excavated circus, and on which a con- 
siderable sum has been laid out under a Treasury allowance, admit of the improvements 
now intended to be carried out by the Board; they will thus become more airy and 
cheerful, and at the same time be sheltered by the adjoining plantations. 

Considering that fully two-thirds of the inmates of this establishment belong to the 
humblest classes, simply agricultural labourers from mountainous districts, it cannot but be 
gratifying to find how much we can administer to the •well-being, occupation, and social 
improvement of the insane poor, who in the absence of a humane interference would be 
doomed to neglect and wretchedness. 

The hospital lying in the rere of the main edifice, and hitherto unoccupied by the sick 
and infirm, is now, from the progressive influx of patients, about to be converted to 
its primitive object. Thus twenty additional beds will become available ; and thereby, 
without any structural enlargements, we think the wants of the district will be satisfied 
for the future, provided a due discrimination be exercised in the admission of applicants. 
There are at present nine lunatics whose maintenance is paid for in the asylum, and in 
regard to whom we would reiterate the same observations as we have just made in similar 
cases at Kilkenny. The Board assembles regularly once in each month, for the trans- 
action of fiscal and ordinary business; but one or two influential members, who take a 
great interest in devising means, whether for the amusement or occupation of the inmates, 
or in carrying out suggestions for the general benefit of the institution, visit occasionally 
in the interval. The expenditure, of which £160 was for pay patients, amounted in 
the nine months just expired, to £3,204, being at the rate of £21 16s. 4 d. per head 
annually. 



LIMERICK. 

The District Asylum at Limerick, on the 31st December, had in it 389 patients, being 
a larger number than it could conveniently accommodate ; in fact, about sixty more 
than, under ordinary circumstances, a building of its dimensions should contain, having 
regard to infirmary and other provision. Seventy-two lunatics were received in the nine 
months previous to 31st December ; 48 were returned home cured, 5 improved, and 10 
unimproved ; the deaths from natural causes 9, or a per centage scarcely above the average 
mortality out of doors. No accident of any nature occurred in the institution. The pro- 
portion of the uneducated in the Limerick Asylum is considerably smaller than in any other 
asylum in Ireland, 66 being the number who cannot read or write, , or nearly a sixth ; but, 
as in other institutions, the unmarried — 293 — far exceed the married and widowed, 96. 

The incurable lunatics form a very large majority of the inmates, being no less than 320. 
out of 389 ; yet few could with safety be deprived of that supervision which an asylum 
affords, and perhaps here less than elsewhere, for strange to say there is far naoreexcit- 
abilitv of temper and disposition to be insubordinate among the female patients in the 
Limerick Asylum than in any other in the kingdom; still in no institution is coercion or 
seclusion less employed— in fact, only five were placed under any kind of restraint during 
the last nine months. Forty-seven males and 111 females have been oil an average daily 
employed ; £5,525 10s. 3 d. was the total outlay of the Limerick District Asylum for the 
nine months last passed, or £18 18s. \0d. a head in the year. 

The asvlum is kept in a most creditable state in every respect, notwithstanding its many 
drawbacks ; and we have no hesitation in saying that when thinned, and thus an oppor- 
tunity afforded for a better interior organization, due advantage will be taken of it by the 
Board, first among the effects of which -will be throwing more light and air into the 
corridors on the basement story, and the total disuse of the cheerless flagged passages now 
employed as dining-rooms for some of the patients. , „ . 

Last year, at the suggestion of the Inspectors, a line of cells both at the male and female 
sides of the house were thrown down, and two dormitories erected in their stead, by which 
room for sixteen additional beds was obtained. A chapel is about to be commenced, at 
an estimated cost of £800, with the approval of the Board of Control, and two supernu- 
merary day-rooms are in contemplation, and which, no doubt, will be built under the same 
contract as the chapel. The farm of 30 acres attached to the institution is well and. profit- 
ably managed, a large number of the patients being constantly occupied, in its cultivation. 

An Order in Council was made for the detachment of Clare from Limerick, and for the 
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Limerick, erection of an asylum in the former county, at Ennis, nearly three years ago ; but, as in 
Newlayium the case of Donegal and Derry, from the opposition raised to it by the Board of Governors 
for Clare. an d the Grand Juries, not alone of Limerick city and county, but also of Clare itself, no 
action was taken for a considerable period on this order. Within the last twelve months, 
however, your Excellency, on a full reconsideration of the merits of the case, and on 
reports from the Inspectors and from the Commissioners of Control, finally decided on a 
separation of the two counties, and the formation of them into distinct districts, with a 
new asylum, as originally proposed. Eorthis purpose forty-nine acres of land have been 
bought by the Commissioners of Control, near Ennis, the county town, at a cost of £3,610. 

The Grand Jury, with the sanction of the Board of Control, selected an architect to 
prepare plans, &c., for a building capable of accommodating 260 patients, so that on their 
completion no impediment will exist to an undertaking, the necessity of which the 
Inspectors for the last six years omitted no opportunity of impressing on the Governors 
of the Limerick Asylum and the Grand Jurors of Clare, who we are sure, when the esta- 
blishment is in operation, will fully coincide in the justice of our views, and recognise the 
advantages of having an institution for the insane of their own county alone, and under 
the control of a local Board.

LONDONDERRY. 



D f^L Y ‘ The Derry District Asylum has for a series of years continued in the same over- 
accommo- 6 crowded state as at present, no lunatic institution in the kingdom having had, proportion- 

dation. ally, more applicants for admission into it. Originally constructed for 104 patients, and 
intended to meet the wants of the three counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, and Donegal, 
with an aggregate population of over 700,000 souls, it became so thronged within a very 
short period after its opening that, to meet urgent cases, apartments previously allocated to 
other purposes were converted into day-rooms and dormitories. For the last twenty years 
no addition of any kind, it may be said, has been made to the buildings ; hence the Inspectors, 
since their appointment, have never ceased to urge in every mode at their command the 
necessity of increased accommodation. Their object was in part effected by a sort of instal- 
ment, through the separation of Tyrone from the district in 1854, when matters being 
practically, so far as the two remaining counties, little improved, we proposed the erection 
of a new asylum in Donegal. The question lay in abeyance for a few years, in consequence 
of a strong opposition to our views, not only on the part of the Governors of the Asylum and 
Grand Jury of Londonderry, but of a large and influential section of the Donegal gentry, 
who, while frankly acceding to the expediency of an enlarged provision for the insane poor 
of the district, thought it could be efficiently and much more economically secured by adding 
New Asylum to the existing asylum. It is unnecessary to recall your Excellency’s attention to the 
for Donegal, i eil gt h ene( i correspondence between this office and the local authorities, to the reports we 
submitted to the Executive, or to the more recent interviews with which you were pleased 
to favour deputations from Donegal and Derry. A division of the district, and the erection 
of a separate asylum for the accommodation of 300 patients at Letterkenny, for the county 
of Donegal, having been ordered in Council, the site has been already selected on a farm 
of forty-six acres, purchased at a cost of £3,099 by the Board of Control, sections of the 
land have been made, plans prepared, &c., so that by April next the buildings will, we 
trust, be in progress ; and we make no doubt that even those most at issue with us as to 
the mode of effecting a common object, will in the end approve of the one sanctioned, after 
a full and dispassionate consideration by the Executive. 

Workhouses Meanwhile the Governors of the Derry Asylum have not been unmindful to secure, as 
for'iunatiM. 09 far as lay in their power, some suitable provision for the lunatics of the two counties, until 
such time as the new establishment shall have been completed. After discussing Ihe sub- 
ject at three different meetings specially held for the purpose, and at which one of the 
Inspectors attended, they applied to the Poor Law Commissioners for a portion of one of the 
workhouses in the district, which, if given, they undertook to furnish, and wherein they 
would support the insane poor out of the regular asylum funds advanced by the Treasury. 
The workhouse which seemed to be most suited to the object was that at Newtownlimavady, 
having fourteen acres of ground attached to it, and being only eight miles from Derry. The 
actual pauper residents at the time were ninety-six, while there was room for 600. But 
the Commissioners thought they could neither consistently nor legally accede to the propo- 
sition of the Board. They offered, however, to assist the Governors in their views, by 
procuring in each workhouse connected with the district, fourteen in all, all the accom- 
modation they could for lunatics belonging properly to the immediate union, and who 
might be removed from the asylum. Were it attainable, we should, for various reasons, 
have far preferred the temporary occupation of part' of one workhouse for all, than their 
division in different houses — some of them, too, without the boundaries of Donegal and 
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Derry. . Furthermore, we apprehend that the Guardians generally will object to the recep- Loso><»h- 
tion of insane patients, no matter how tranquil or inoffensive, into their unions, under the PBRBT ' 
mistaken idea that because a party is charged to the county at large when in an asylum, 
the union rates are diminished, forgetful that one electoral district balances another 
throughout the whole county. 

The number of inmates in the Derry Asylum was on the 31st December, 229; the Admissions, 
admissions for the preceding nine months, 39; 21 left it cured, 3 convalescent. There d “ chap 8e*. 
were 10 deaths, being about 5^ per cent, in the year. Thirty only can read and write well; 

110 are wholly uneducated. The married and widowed count 50; the single, 179. Of 
the whole 31 are probably curable, a very limited proportion of cases, indeed, for the 
opportunity of successful treatment. 

No accident of any land occurred during the year. Two patients escaped, but were 
promptly retaken. The average daily number employed amounted to 98 males and 96 
females. The total cost for nine months was £3,462 195. Id., or at the rate of £20 6s. 9 d. 
per head yearly. 

The general condition of the Derry Asylum we have found satisfactory. The patients General 
are carefully attended to, well clad, and in every respect have their comfort duly regarded. “ anagement ‘ 
The house itself is not in good repair, the flooring, woodwork, and stairs in some divisions 
stand in great need of renovation. There exists a marked want oflavatories, bath-rooms, and 
water-closets — a want to which we have frequently alluded in our local reports and 
at the Board, and which, it is but right to add, the Governors themselves are anxious 
to remedy ; but, as in Carlow, with a very overcrowded house, nothing efficient can be 
undertaken. 

We should not be surprised if the question originated ere long among the Governors change of site 
themselves — whether — regarding the great advance in the value of land adjoining the advisable - 
rising and already important city of Derry, and the position of the asylum, with a farm of 
twenty -four acres lying almost under its walls, and in a seaward line, it would not be more 
advisable to sell the whole premises, and with the product thereof erect a new establish- 
ment in a more rural and retired situation; thus avoiding a, fresh expenditure in repairing 
and enlarging ill-adapted buildings, now over forty years in existence. Were we asked 
for an opinion by the Board of Governors, we certainly should recommend a change of 
site, as being under all circumstances the more advisable. 



MARYBOROUGH. 

The Asylum at Maryborough, now confined to the King’s and Queen’s Counties (Long- Stateof 
ford bein'* detached from the original district), accommodates 187 patients, its number on nes ' 
the 31st December. No alteration, we may say, has taken place in the structure itself, or 
any addition to the grounds belonging to it, since its occupation in 1833 ; neither has the 
interior undergone any marked changes beyond the conversion, as. at Carlow and Derry, 
of rooms intended for other purposes — workshops, stores, and the like — into dormitories; 
and from the same cause— the pressure of applicants for admission— the original accommo- 
dation bein'* much below the demand on it. The establishment at large is kept in good 
order, and with a due regard to cleanliness, warmth, and ventilation. The patients are 
comfortable, well clad, and the dietary afforded them, though, so far as animal food is 
in question, not so liberal as in many other District Asylums, is amply sufficient as to 

’^“institution is not large enough for the wants of the district, a circumstance of which rr; S j 
the Grand Jury of the King’s County is now fully cognizant, for by resolutions passed at 
the last Sommer Assizes it addressed the Executive on the subject; and we have recom- 
mended its enlargement by sixty beds, at the same time suggesting other improvements; 
but particularly the construction of an infirmary, bath-rooms, lavatories, &c. \\ e con- 

sider it further highly advisable that from ten to fourteen additional acres should be pur- 
chased for the fuller employment of the patients. . , . , 

The number of lunatics admitted into the Maryborough Asy Urn for the last nine months »f 

amounted to 36 ; 13 were discharged cured, and 7 improved; 3 were taken home by 
their friends still insane. The deaths were 11 ; none of them from accident. _ There was no 
escape. The uneducated are comparatively small in this establishment, being hole more 
than a fourth of the whole; the married and widowed 47 ; the single, 137. _ 

The probably curable are as near as possible one-half of the inmates. Seclusion only 
is used as a mode of restraint. With regard to means of amusement, as well as objects 
in the way of ornament or decorations to break the monotonous appearance of the cor- 
ridors and day-rooms, this institution still continues to be deficient. Those disposed to 
read and who it must be said are very few, are supplied with light periodicals, bitty. 
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Mary- three males and eighty-three females constitute the average daily employed ; £3,058 has 
borough* k een the total outlay for nine months, or at the rate of £21 per head per annum. The 
attendance of the Governors is regular, averaging from four to five at each Board. Our 
visits of inspection to it have been four in the nine months just elapsed. On the whole, we 
feel we can report to your Excellency favourably of this asylum, and of its management; 
and we cannot discover any legitimate reason why, with a little discretion, forbearance, 
and good taste, so necessary in all the relations of life, on the part of those who profess 
to be most interested in its welfare and good name, it should not have hitherto progressed 
as quietly as other similar establishments in this country. 



Mullingar. 



MULLINGAR. 



The District Asylum for the three counties of Meath, Westmeath, and Longford, and 
situated close to the town of Mullingar, was constructed in 1854 for the reception of 300 
Condition of inmates. On the 31st December it contained within twenty-two of its full number. This 
building. asylum has much of architectural pretension, is of the Tudor style, and built of cut stone. 

The grounds around it are well-farmed, and tastefully laid down. The interior is kept 
with uniform neatness, and the patients themselves carefully looked after in every respect. 
A considerable sum was granted after the occupation of the buildings by the Treasury to 
make good defects in them, of which over £600 were expended in remedying dampness, 
Damp. more particularly in their front or southern aspect. We regret, however, to state that, 
the dampness still continues, although not to the same extent ; to guard against which and 
the possibility of dry rot in the timber, especially of the. corridors, we trust the Board of 
Governors will take precaution in the course of the coming summer. 

Water supply. The supply of water here for a considerable period had been limited; but latterly the 
pump machinery connected with the well has been remodelled, and a sufficient quantity is 
now conveyed to all parts of the house by horse-power. The water itself is very hard, and 
leaves a heavy calcareous deposit ; great attention is therefore at all times required to be 
paid to the state of the tubes and boilers, as the rain tanks are soon emptied in dry 
weather. Notwithstanding that the existing spring is ample for all domestic purposes, in 
order to obviate any contingency we have suggested the utility of sinking another pump 
in the yard adjoining the laundry. 

Want Of gas. Like the Maryborough, the Mullingar Asylum is not as yet lighted with gas, its distance 
from the meter in the town, fully a mile off, and the consequent expense of such a long 
tubing has hitherto prevented its introduction ; but we trust some satisfactory arrange- 
ments will ere long be made by the Governors with the company, or if not that a small 
gasometer will be erected within the premises. 

Probable Up to the present the asylum has been sufficient for the district; but we think an 
necessity for infirmary will be immediately required, as a division of the house, hitherto employed for 
district! 011 ° f hospital purposes, is now being occupied by ordinary patients. The area of the three 
important counties of Meath, Westmeath, and Longford, is. very great, with a population 
between them of over 326,000, so that, at no distant period, some modification of the 
district will probably be required. If so, it might be best effected by the detachment of 
the first-named, and its association with Louth. 

Admissions, The number of patients admitted during the nine months ended 31st December was 
fnddeS 69; 27 were discharged cured, 2 improved, and 1 unimproved. The total deaths during 
8 the same period were 14, of which 2 were accidental; the first was that of a male lunatic, 
who was drowned by falling into the well when being repaired ; a coroner’s inquest was held, 
and the verdict given — “accidental, without blame to any person.” The second was in the 
case of a female, whose clothes caught fire in the day-room ; the attendant in charge at once 
attempted to extinguish it, and burned herself severely. The patient died of the effects 
in the course of a few days. On this, too, a coroner’s inquest was held, and a verdict 
of merely accidental was recorded. 

Seventy-eight are entered as illiterate; 69, married and widowed; and 203, single; and 
of the total under treatment, viz., 278, 75 alone were probably curable on the 31st 
December. One patient, a male, escaped. Fifty-one males and seventy-eight females were 
daily employedin various ways on an average during the past nine months. Muffs alone were 
Deficiency of used as a means of restraint on four occasions, and seclusion on thirteen. Indoor amuse- 
amusement. ments, though not neglected, are less varied than they might be, so we are desirous of 
establishing a band of music in this institution. Newspapers and periodicals are supplied 
to those who take any gratification in their perusal. The attendance of Governors at 
the monthly Board is regular, and from four to five constitute the average present. Our 
visits to the Mullingar Asylum, have been five in the past nine months, and on each 
occasion we found it in the same satisfactory condition. 
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OMAGH. Omagh. 

The Omagh District Asylum, for the counties of Fermanagh and Tyrone, having between Statistical 
them 340,000 inhabitants, contained on the 1st April 275 patients, and on the 31st Eeturns - 
December it accommodated 301; 110 having been admitted in the interval, during 
which time 38 were discharged cured and 13 relieved; 25 died— one from accident, an 
epileptic, who was suffocated, while at table, in the act of swallowing a mouthful of animal 
food. Of the 301 now in asylum 121 are more or less educated; 212 are unmarried; 
the probably curable amount to 75; the remaining offer little or no hope of recovery; 59 
males and 58 females constituted the daily average actively employed. In the nine months 
referred to, we are happy to state, that one patient only escaped, and then only for a few Escapes, 
hours, whereas in our last report we made a return of 2S escapes, or attempts thereat, by 
different parties in the course of two years. These frequent occurrences were attributed 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent to the insecure state of the boundary adjoining, 
a shallow river running along the west side of the grounds, and to a want of constant and 
proper watchfulness on the part of the attendants. The subject was brought officially under Means of 
the notice of the Board at its meeting on the 10th January, ’61, and the result was that the 
fences were repaired, and fine or dismissal awarded as a punishment to any servant through a op e ' 
whose neglect a lunatic should be found to escape. As might be expected from its recent 
erection, with the exception of its being generally repointed, the cost of which was partly 
liquidated by a Treasury allowance, nothing of a structural character has been carried out 
in the asylum. Gas has been latterly conveyed into it from Omagh, nearly two miles distant; introduction 
its substitution for oil and candles has been found very satisfactory, as thereby the whole of s as - 
interior of the house, of large and massive extent, is rendered much more cheerful, while 
the absolute charge for lighting is little if at all increased above what it had formerly been. 

The tubing and fitments cost a sum of £240, and was debited to the current account. 

Another change for the better has also taken place in the domestic economy of the institu- Fuel, 
tion, from the use of coal as a general article of fuel, instead of turf. Independent of clean- 
liness, a superior heating power, and other advantages, the former is found on the whole to 
be the cheaper and of the two the more certain of supply, although there is a large turbary 
adjacent, whereas coals have to be carried from the port of Derry, fully sixty miles 
distant. The infirmary, a detached building, and in which the gardener previously lived, 
is now being occupied by patients. Until the body of the house itself was filled a portion of 
the general wards were appropriated to the sick and infirm, in order to save the expense 
of additional attendants. 

The grounds in front of the asylum are tastefully planted, and formed into terraces com- Asylum 
manding an extensive mountain prospect. The farm (twenty-seven acres) belonging to ^ftedin 00 
the institution, but of which eighteen only are available for agriculture, is not in our opi- extent, 
nion sufficiently large. We recommended the purchase of about twenty acres in addition 
for dairy purposes, and by which we calculated an ample supply of the best milk could be 
obtained at all times, and at a cost much less than that paid, too frequently, for an inferior 
article, particularly in summer, when it has to be brought in cans from five to six miles from 
some of the contractors. The item for milk alone amounts annually to about £600. The 
Governors, however, are averse from incurring a fresh outlay by way of purchase on an 
establishment they deem too expensive already. 

At the June meeting of the Board the Protestant Chaplain complained that one of the Unfounded 
attendants, who died of fever in the preceding month, had been neglected during his ^f° t of 
illness by the Resident Physician. The Governors present inquired at once into the state- against the 
ment, and came to a different conclusion. Subsequently the question was referred by ^rintendeli't. 
them to us for investigation, when we visited the asylum and examined witnesses on oath. 

So far from any want of attention on the part of the Resident Physician, it was proved 
that both he and his family were unremitting in their kindness to the patient all through 
his illness, and that the complainant had scarcely afforded himself an opportunity 
of speaking from his own personal observation. Five of the Governors favoured us with 
their presence on the occasion, and with their approval, the Chaplain having made a 
suitable acknowledgment for the error he had been led into on hearsay, we took no 
further action in the matter. 

Of the general management of the Omagh Asylum, and of its great utility to a large General 
and important district, but ill-provided before with accommodation for its lunatic poor, management, 
we have reason to report in favourable terms. From year to year perceptible improve- 
ments are taking place in it, whether as tending to a better system of treatment, or to 
enlarged facilities for the occupation, amusement, and social advancement of its inmates. 

A full and highly influential Board regularly meets in each month for transacting the fiscal 
and general business of the institution. The total cost of maintenance of the Omagh 
Asylum for nine months was £4.111 4s. 7 cl., being at the rate of £18 18s. per head per 
annum. 

C 
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RICHMOND. 

The Richmond, or metropolitan, the largest Asylum in Ireland, belongs to a district 
comprising the city and county of Dublin, and the counties of Louth and "Wicklow. It 
contained altogether 676 patients on the 31st December, and for many years has been une- 
qual to meet the demand on it, although the lunatics belonging to Meath, who had been 
formerly in it, were removed to Mullingar on the opening of the asylum there in 1854. 
The want of accommodation for the insane poor of this district is made painfully apparent 
by the state of its prisons, in which are no less than 108 dangerous lunatics. 

In our last Report we referred to the exigency of the case, and the necessity of effecting 
a suitable asylum provision, and which can be best secured in one of the three following 
modes: by the erection of a building in juxtaposition to the existing one for chronic and 
demented patients, — by establishing an auxiliary asylum on the confines of the county 
Wicklow, portions of which are very distant from the present institution ; or by a sub- 
division of the district, which latter, if decided on, would he best obtained by the detach- 
ment of Louth, and the formation of a new district, comprising the two counties of Meath 
and Louth, which lie for a considerable extent in apposition to each other ; if so, Louth 
will have to be repaid its equitable claims by Dublin and Wicklow. For some time the 
number of lunatics made chargeable to city rates, in consequence of their transference to 
the Richmond, under warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, has been a source of much dis- 
cussion before the Corporation. There can be no doubt that the committals of insane 
strangers to the prisons of Dublin are much more numerous than obtains elsewhere, and 
that pro tanto an increased taxation is the result. Certain it is that taking the absolute popu- 
lation of the metropolis, and the aggregate of insane of all classes chargeable to it in 
asylum, poorhouses, and gaols, it is in a marked excess, hut by no means to the extent set 
forth by a deputation which, in November, had a conference with the Chief Secretary on 
that immediate subject, as well as on some others connected with the Richmond Asylum. 
As Sir Robert Peel promised he would take the subject into consideration, we refrain 
from any further reference to it at present. 

The patients admitted into the Richmond in the preceding nine months amounted to 
114, of whom no less than 51 were by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant from prison; 42 
left it recovered, 14 improved, and 4 unimproved ; 32 died from natural causes, being at 
the yearly rate of 6^ per cent. No death was accidental. Three escaped, but were all 
quickly retaken. Of the whole 676, 106 cannot read or write, which is a less proportion 
of illiterate than is to he found in most other of our asylums, a fact in part attributable to 
the classes established in it under regular teachers, the daily average of attendants at which 
are 96. The number of the married here — 172 — bears, too, about the same proportion 
to that of the single — 447 — as it does elsewhere. The probably curable amount to 
102, or little more than a seventh of those under treatment; 186 has been the daily 
average of males, and 244 that of females industriously employed. Seclusion, it may be 
said, is the only form of restraint used in this large asylum. On thirty-seven occasions 
only has recourse been had to muffs, and always for men. 

Means of amusement are liberally supplied — cards, bagatelle-tables, draughts, music, 
singing, foot-hall, hand-balet, &c. There is a library with various periodicals and weekly 
journals at this asylum, and on each Monday evening from 100 to 140 of the male and 
female patients, with their attendants, join in dancing. 

Within the last four years this institution has, in many respects, been most materially 
improved, and various beneficial changes have been effected in its management by the 
resident Medical Superintendent. We think, however, that instead of being inferior, as 
it certainly is, to some District Asylums, in regard to a uniform neatness and the personal 
appearance not alone of a portion of the patients but also of the attendants, it should, as a 
metropolitan establishment, be superior to them all. 

The total expenditure for the Richmond Asylum in nine months was £13,754 1 Is., of which 
£2,318 16s. 10(7. was for repairs and alterations, as well as renovating the bedding and 
furniture, principally in the old building, which contains 420 patients. The superannua- 
tion pensions are much heavier here than elsewhere, it being the longest (over fifty years) 
in operation, consequently having more retired officers and servants. The salaries of 
officers and wages of servants, if taken and divided over the aggregate of patients, is less 
considerably on an average than in other asylums, being under £3 17s. per head per annum. 
The larger the number of inmates inversely should, no doubt, as a rule, be the cost of a 
staff ; but it should be remembered that under the name Richmond two separate 
asylums are in operation, a quarter of a mile distant from each other, and having distinct 
officers and servants. Further, the infirmaries, containing sixty patients, are detached 
buildings lying between both. We believe the dietary at this institution, if not superior, 
is certainly equal to any in either kingdom, 
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W e have referred to repairs and alterations at the Richmond Asylum ; they had been Richmond. 
going on in detail for the past two years, and are now nearly completed. They consist Natu ^ 
in certain improvements which were much needed in the apartments of the Medical Super- pavements 
intendent and of other resident officers, but principally in opening out the buildings, effected - 
thereby increasing the supply of light and air in more spacious corridors ; cells and narrow 
passages have been converted into ample day, work, and recreation rooms ; on the second 
floor, amongst others, the school or main room, sixty feet long, twenty-two wide, and 
thirteen high ; and on the ground floor a dining-hall of the same dimensions were con- 
structed ; at the same time that sleeping accommodation, by an increase of thirty-two 
beds, has been obtained; the sewerage, too, had to be reconstructed, and at a very consi- 
derable depth in front of the main buildings : all of which was undertaken with the full 
approbation of the Governors, and the estimated expenditure and absolute outlay sub- 
mitted by the Inspectors for the sanction of your Excellency in Council. The increased New place of 
population of the Richmond, altogether amounting to over 800 persons, rendered the wors p ‘ 
chapel originally constructed in it too small for the. two religious denominations of 
Protestant and Roman Catholic, particularly as it was divided into distinct compart- 
ments, and not used in common, neither was large enough for its object. As both the 
Chaplains and the Board of Governors were unanimous in opinion that a second place cf 
worship of smaller dimensions should be erected for the Protestant congregation, the 
matter was referred to our office for report. The subject lay in abeyance for over a year, 
when on a second application from the local authorities, plans were prepared by order of 
Government and submitted to the Board of Control. The new edifice, of cut stone, 
similar to the first, has been just completed, and like it, too, lies about midway between the 
two asylums — the only direct communication between which, we regret to say, is very 
inconvenient, being effected by a low and narrow tunnel (under a high road separating 
their respective grounds), and not passable for vehicles. 

If any additional accommodation is to be prepared for the insane poor of the district at 
the Richmond itself, or, indeed, in any case, we think that from eight to ten acres lying in 
front of the existing buildings should be purchased; for if occupied by houses, the privacy 
and openness of the whole institution would be materially affected. 

The Board of Governors, though not a numerous one, meets regularly once in the Board meet- 
fortnight, and devotes much time and an unceasing attention to the fiscal and general gs ' 
details of the asylum. 



SLIGO. Sugo. 

On the 31st March there were 175 patients in the Sligo Asylum, and on the 31st Admissions 
December last, 185, its full accommodation being for 260. During the nine intervening &c> 
months 54 were admitted; 22 left recovered, 4 convalescent, and 3 unimproved. The 
deaths from natural causes were 14. One lunatic escaped. As to the educational and 
social condition of the inmates, 16 could read and write well; 69 indifferently; the rest 
were uneducated. The married and widowed amounted to 58, the unmarried to 127. 

The very small number of 37 out of 185 represents the probably curable. Eight patients 
paid for maintenance, but not above the average cost. Considering the population of the ^mtac- 
two counties of Leitrim and Sligo, forming the district, 230,000 souls, and the length of 
time (seven years) that the asylum has been open, the slight pressure on it, seventy-five 
vacancies being available, contrast forcibly with what is observable m other establish- 
ments which under a similar ratio of accommodation as to inhabitants, are already tilled, 
or nearly so We believe the explanation to be simply this, that not only the remoteness Explanation 
of parts of Leitrim, but the difficulty of access from thence to the asylum, interferes mth “»“>■ 
the conveyance of lunatics to the institution, except in the instance of those who, being 
committed as dangerous to the county prison, are transmitted by the gaol authorities a 
distance of nearly thirty miles. In corroboration of our opinion we would observe that 
on the 1st of January there were 124 lunatics in the Asylum belonging to oligo, with 
a population of 125,000, while Leitrim, with one of 105,000, had only 60, or little more 
than one-half in proportion to the inmates from Sligo. Eour patients attempted to escape 
o-ettins: over the boundary walls, which are rather low at one side of the farm ; three of 
them were immediately retaken; but the fourth unfortunately was drowned in crossing a Fatal attempt 
river that lay directly on his way home. , _ ^ . , . , , . ., ateSCape ' 

He had been in the infirmary for some time before, and latterly when m bed was m the 
habit of concealing himself under the clothes — no doubt for an ulterior object. . On the 
night he escaped, after putting a large pillow between the sheets, and covering it up in 
the same manner as he used do himself, he lay concealed m the bath-room, lhe 
attendant in charge, not suspecting any deception, on his lock-up visit closed the door of the 

O 2 
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Sligo. dormitory as usual. Early next morning the patient was missed; two keepers were 
immediately sent to his home, about eight miles distant ; search was made, and in the 
evening the body was found. The day after, a coroner’s inquest was held at the asylum 
five magistrates of the county (two of them Governors) attended, when a verdict of 
accidental death, and without blame to any person, was returned. 

Relationship between the insane in this asylum is rather prevalent, sixteen being in 
close affinity to each other. 

Expenditure. The entire outlay for the nine months was £3,228 8s. 8d., the cost of each patient 
in the year being at the rate of £22. The employed averaged daily 60 males and 58 
females, — the former being principally occupied on the farm, under the care of a land 
steward, or on the pleasure-grounds immediately about the house. Seclusion in single 
rooms is solely employed as a means of control, no mechanical restraint being ever used. 

Amusements. no asylum do we find amusements in the way of music, dancing, ball-playing, &c. 

&c., more encouraged than at the Sligo, which is maintained in a very orderly manner • 
the inmates are well clad and appear to have their creature-comforts liberally supplied 
under the influential Board of Governors that controls the establishment. 



Watford. WATERFORD. 

This is the only institution of the kind which, from the period of its erection (1835), has 
been found, it may be said, adequate to meet the demands on it from a district comprising 
the city and county of the name, and containing 134,000 inhabitants. It is capable of 
accommodating 142 patients, the average number in it for the last eight years being 126. 
On the 31st December it contained more than at any preceding date, viz., 137. 

The uncrowded condition of this asylum is owing in great measure to the fact that 
chronic cases, or at least that portion of them merging into idiocj', are drafted off to the 
adjacent poorhouse, which belongs to the most populous union of the district, to be replaced 
by more acute ones from the same electoral divisions. 

Admissions, The admissions during the nine months were 53 ; 20 were discharged cured, and ten 
isc larges, -c. remove( j foy their friends as convalescent. The last-named, being at the rate of 6 per cent. 

on the total under treatment, would appear to be proportionally greater from the Water- 
ford than from any other of our asylums ; 4 died from natural causes, none from accident; 
65 are quite illiterate; 70 are more or less educated; 54 of the total inmates are probably 
curable, and 8 1 incurable ; on a daily average, 20 men are employed at work, and 35 
females. There seems, comparatively speaking, less employment among the male patients 
in this establishment than elsewhere — a fact which we have brought under the notice 
of the local Board. 

Want of infir- The sanitary condition of the Waterford Asylum has been hitherto very favourable, 
modation, and not, but that the addition of an infirmary to it is most necessary, as well as other appur- 
laratories &c. teiiances present wanting — baths, lavatories, water-closets, &c. To the expediency of 

their construction we directed the attention of the Board fully ten years ago, in a special 
record on the books of the institution, and similarly again in 1856, besides frequently 
doing so at local meetings. The committee of the County Grand Jury, in 1858, made a 
minute corroborative ot our recommendation, on which occasion the mode of carrying 
out these improvements was pointed out by the Inspectors, viz., by application to the 
Commissioners of the Board of Works, with whom all arrangements connected with 
structural enlargements or alterations rested at the time. 

On the formation of the Board of Control, plans for the purpose were forwarded from 
it to the Committee of Governors, and which were generally approved of by the latter ; 
but when the preliminary steps were about to be taken, the Governors thought it 
more advisable to adopt a more comprehensive scheme, previously suggested by the 
additions. Inspectors, viz., to do all that was required at once, and not confine operations simply 
to an infirmary, but to erect a chapel, dining-hall, and at the same time improve the 
day-rooms, laundry, kitchen, &c. They accordingly employed an architect, who pre- 
pared the necessary plans. These plans were forwarded to the Board of Control; but 
before they .could be fully examined and decided on, the Governors at their next subse- 
of°p d ianT ti0n ( I uent me eting determined on confining themselves to their original intentions, which 
they calculated by certain modifications could be carried out at a cost of about £1,200, 
instead of paying £5,000 for far more general and efficient alterations and additions. 
The subject matter was fully discussed at a special meeting, at which one of the Inspectors 
was requested to attend. An influential member of the Board, who takes a great interest 
in the well-working of asylums generally, proposed extensive and beneficial improvements, 
i ' s . ma j° rit y was opposed to his suggestions, from an apprehension of the large expense 
which their adoption would entail. The smaller plans are now before the architect of the 
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Board of Control, and on his approval of them, the necessary steps will be at once taken Waterford. 
to carry them into effect. We cannot but express our regret that so much unnecessary — 
delays should have taken place in this matter ; the recommendation originating with the 
Inspectors might long since have been acted on but for the indecision of the Governors, 
hesitating between a more comprehensive scheme and one of a minor character; the plans 
now under examination, as made by a local architect, are almost the same as what were 
proposed nearly four years ago by the Board of Works : thus, a loss of time and of money 
has been the result.

Having thus brought under the notice of your Excellency the individual condition of 
each of the District Asylums in this country, and referred to certain matters pertaining to 
their general management, we shall now endeavour to take a brief survey of them collec- 
tively, and of their efficiency in advancing the humane objects for which, as national insti- 
tutions, they were erected, and have since continued to be maintained at a large public 
expenditure. 

That a progressive and marked improvement has steadily taken place in District Estab- Progressive 
lishments for the insane is undeniable, both in regard to the comfort and attention of ATiums 14 
bestowed upon their inmates, and the successful treatment adopted in them. 

The willing disposition of local Boards to carry out, within what appears to them proper 
bounds, any suggestions tending to the good of the insane poor of all denominations, needs 
no comment on our part. Neither is it necessary for us to refer to the now prevalent 
wish among the wealthier classes in the community, that suitable accommodation should 
be prepared for a section of their fellow-creatures, who, they feel, liavfc peculiar claims on 
their benevolence. 

Our present object is simply to place before your Excellency the results of the working 
of District Hospitals for the insane, and in doing so, we can, perhaps, best elucidate the 
subject by the comparison of them, past and present, with themselves, and with similar 
institutions elsewhere. 

First. Then, as to cures, in regard to -which, we venture to say, that Irish Asylums have Uesuits of 

heretofore held a prominent place. The recoveries in them, if we are to judge from official ra 
records, being more numerous than have occurred in other countries, no matter how tested — 
whether by admissions, the daily averages, or the total under treatment, for any definite 
period. Analysing the returns on these heads for the last nine months, we find the cures 
proportionally for the time greater than on previous occasions, amounting on 921 admis- 
sions to 450, or 49 per cent., and on the daily average (4,348) under treatment, to 13*8 per 
cent. In our last report the absolute recoveries for the preceding biennial period on 
admissions appears as 46 *71, or two under the present; and on the average then under 
treatment, 14, about the same as now. 

Secondly. Referring to parties discharged as being convalescent, viz., 103, and 40 as un- R^pscd 

cured, making an aggregate of 143, it would appear that of the total received, 921, 160 
had been through re-admissions, but not necessarily of individuals discharged within the 
nine months. On this point we wish to be as explicit as possible, for if they (the 160) 
formed part of the 450 already referred to as recovered, there would be reason to question 
the reality of the cures. These re-admissions, however, are, for the most part, made up 
of cases belonging to more distant periods, and which, after long intervals of health, some- 
times of as manv as from eight to ten years, were obliged, from the recurrence of insanity, 
to seek hospital treatment again. Indeed we have reason to believe that no inconsiderable 
portion, probably a thirteenth or fourteenth of the inmates of the asylums m this country, 

C °m te ranno^iStituteT$ comparison between Irish Asylums and those in England, ir„, tni 
France, or elsewhere, on the proportion of primary admissions to readmissions, inasmuch 
as in all other governmental returns both are grouped without distinction as to the their 
relative numbers under the one heading. With ns, each is not only given separately, hut the 
different occasions on which the lunatics may have been previously confined Tills system 
we have adopted as being the most definite and satisfactory in affording information with 
regard to the liability of relapses in insanity ; and, so far as we can form an opinion fully 
three-fourths of them would be found immediately referable to dissipation or destitution, 

particularly if there existed a family predisposition to mental disease. 

Thirdly— As to deaths. An English winter of great practical experience and well versed Morwuty 
in the statistics of lunacy, lays it down that a mortality under 8 per cent, bespeaks a very A ,, lum . 
favourable state of things; if so, Irish asylums arc particularly fortunate ; for assuming 
8 to be represented by 100, the mortality in them would he at the annual rate of 82 on 
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Ldnatic daily averages, and 70'on the total under treatment. It is a source of regret, that even 
Asylums, one among the deaths should be referrible to accident or suicide. In the foregoing pages 
of this report we gave the details of four produced by the former, and one from the latter 
cause ; but when it is remembered that 249 were transferred in the nine months just 
elapsed from prison as dangerous to themselves or others, independent of those already 
in asylum under similar circumstances, and that an aggregate of 5,210 of all classes were 
under treatment, the number of such deaths, five, will not be surprising ; — still less so if 
we advert to the suicides in the arrondisement of the Seine, where, it would appear, that 
one in every 2,600 of the male population at large dies by his own hand. 

Escapes. Fourthly. — On the subject of escapes or attempts to escape, we can form no comparison 

between our District Asylums and those in other countries, as in the latter they are not 
officially recorded, possibly it may be they do not occur. During the past nine months four 
effected a permanent escape, that is, found their way home and were detained there; and 
sixteen got over the boundaries, but were retaken by the attendants, and brought back by 
them; — the longest absent being twenty-four hours. In one instance, that at Sligo, already 
detailed, the patient lost his life, as it is presumed, from accident. 

Social eondi- The disproportion between the single and married, the former amounting to. 2,984, the 
tion ' latter to 1,243, must at first sight seem extraordinary; but the difference is explicable by 

the fact, that independent of the larger ratio of the unmarried in society at large, insanity is 
9 . disease of early much more than of advanced life; while among the single the hereditary 
taint, when it exists, is more likely to be brought into action by intemperance and con- 
tinued habits of dissipation. 

Educational Our obj ect in introducing the educational con dition of the inmates of the different District 

con ltion. Asylums, and in which the illiterate more than double those who have received a fair 
amount of education, was to exhibit their previous social position, and to show the beneficial 
working of these institutions in producing habits of order, neatness, and even some 
approach to refinement among the insane classes ; while the number daily employed in 
° f ccn P ation and out of doors serves to prove the encouragement given to industrial occupations. On 
en *’ this latter head, however, we feel satisfied that great room for improvement still exists, 
and that suitable occupations could be devised for a much greater proportion of patients 
than at present; for nothing can be more injurious to the insane themselves than idleness, 
and that listless mode of existence, particularly within doors, which we regret to observe 
is too much tolerated. In the absence of industrial employment, pastimes ought to be more 
generally provided. 

School classes. In our last Report we stated our intention to apply to the Commissioners of National 

Education for the means of establishing classes in Irish District Asylums. "We have 
since done so, and are happy to state, that the proposition was cordially assented to. 
This is a step in advance ; and though for obvious reasons it cannot be expected that 
much success will attend any system of tuition in lunatic asylums, still, the mind is 
thereby more or less engaged and diverted from the one continuous train of thought 

When stating the condition of each District Asylum, in none of them did we omit to 
mention the proportions which the incurable bore to the curable, viz., 3,265 to 1,123 — a 
question at once presents itself : Is regular asylum accommodation required for every 
incurable? We think not; for while all need supervision, that supervision is not necessarily 
limited to the precincts of an hospital duly constituted for the treatment of insanity ; 
neither, on the other hand, is the lunatic, however tranquil, amenable, and hopelessly 
demented he may seem in an asylum, at all times a fit object to be removed from it. 
Each case must be examined on its own peculiar merits. 

Chrome cases. . The consideration of how chronic patients should be dealt with, is one of considerable 
importance in a social and fiscal point of view. 

It is quite clear that not only the institutions about to be enlarged, but those about to 
be erected, will be filled, like most of those already established, after the lapse of a few 
years. The insane are an accumulative community, composed of various classes. There are 
now in asylums, and will be so, until some counteracting arrangement be arrived at, aged 
imbecile lunatics, of enervated frame, who have sunk into a state of fatuity, and harmless 
idiots, beyond the influence of any tuition, whose room might be better filled by more 
or hopeful applicants, without detriment to the displaced, if the creature comforts 
of life, and a kindly attendance, were afforded them as before. We cannot fix the exact 
per centage of these parties, but from personal observation, we apprehend it might be set 
down as between ten and twelve per cent., one asylum with another. Thus, for example, at 
liillarney, there would probably be found about twenty of its inmates fit objects for 
transference from the regular wards of that institution to a less organized, but still not 
unsuitable, establishment. 
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_ When dwelling on the. individual condition of District Asylums we referred to the District 
dietary provided for their inmates, which, generally speaking, is both nutritious and plen- Amm 
tiful, and in some, we should say, fully equal, if not superior, to that given in similar D . . — - 
establishments in the sister country. On our different inspections, we particularly exa- 16 ary " 
mine into the quality of all articles of food, and have generally found it to be good. 

Milk, which is very much used, requires to be specially looked after at all times, to pre- 
vent its being watered or adulterated. We think it a mistake to accept the lowest ten- 
der for meat — an article which we have noticed as being more frequently of inferior 
quality than any other, in consequence of the small price paid for it; however, as in future 
all contracts for supplies are to be forwarded to our office for examination and approval, 
we shall not fail to communicate when expedient with local authorities on the subject. 

The Audit Commissioners, as usual, rigidly investigate the expenditure, monthly, Audit of 
transmitted to them from the various Boards of Governors. Hitherto a considerable acco ' mt3i 
interval, and one attended with great inconvenience, occasionally elapsed between the 
receipt and passing of accounts, but the practice is now much more prompt and satisfac- 
tory. We trust, too, in the course of the ensuing year, to have established, in 
accordance with the wishes of the Chief Secretary, a still more uniform system of book- 
keeping than the one at present in use. 

Gratifying as it may be to us to report thus favourably of the general success of the Discipline 
district asylums of this country, it is equally so to feel we can bear testimony to the ant°s n8attend ' 
moral discipline which pervades them, and to a marked propriety of conduct among the 
attendants in all their domestic relations. 

During the nine months just elapsed we held three investigations where charges of harsh- investigation 
ness or violence had been preferred against keepers ; for Ave make it a rule to examine Asylum, 
personally, and on oath, into any complaints of a serious nature, when notified to us. The 
first inquiry took place at the Sligo Asylum, it being reported to our Office, by order of the 
local Board, that an attendant had maltreated a patient, by knocking him doAvn in a 
moment of passion. The fact was proved, and though the offence was not premeditated, 
the party was dismissed, as a warning to other servants in the establishment. 

The second was at the Richmond, or Metropolitan, Asylum ; but as there were other Ana at 
extenuating circumstances, little or no actual violence displayed, and the attendant bore AsyiuS? d 
a good character, he was reprimanded and fined. 

Instances, now and then, similar to the preceding may occur, when, in the exercise of Treatment of 
manual restraint or in self-defence against strong and dangerous lunatics, keepers have attendant^ 
been charged with using too much force, or acting roughly; but fortunately in none, that 
we are aware of, has a deliberate act of cruelty been perpetrated against a patient. On 
the contrary, springing in great measure as they do from the same classes, and for the 
most part natives-of the same district, we have been always struck with the kindly and 
familiar relationship existing in Dish asylums between their inmates, lunatics, and ser- 
vants alike. This contingency, however, of irritation and excitement constitutes the prin- 
cipal argument advanced by the advocates of a mild mechanical restraint, as being, in the 
absence of proper means of seclusion, more safe and efficient than the employment of a: 
continued personal coercion. As a rule it may be said that in our District Asylums 
neither is now had recourse to except on very urgent occasions. 

The third cause of complaint submitted to us in regard to severity — or in this instance instigation 
perhaps we should say, cruelty — was from the Poor Law Commissioners, and having refer- gallon Work- 
ence to a party sent from one of the workhouses in the district to the Mullingar Asylum, house. 

This man, an imbecile, in consequence of his refusing to take food, Avas transferred to the 
asylum in the most neglected and unseemly condition. The Resident Physician at once 
reported thereon, and the Master of the workhouse was Avritten to and remonstrated Avith 
for his gross inattention. 

In a short time the patient being pronounced an unfit case for the asylum, was returned 
to the poorhouse, a man having been sent from it to convey him back in a common country 
cart. On the day of his arrival the Master entered after his name, “admitted, with ribs 
broken at the asylum.” The Commissioners at once forAvarded a copy of the entry to our 
office, and three days subsequently, notice having been given to the union authorities, one 
of the Inspectors went down to the poorhouse, Avhen it appeared on inquiry — 1st. That 
the patient during his residence in the asylum had been kindly and carefully attended to; 

2. That no ribs had been broken at all ; 3. That the Surgeon of the poorhouse had not 
been shoAvn the entry referred to; 4. The Master on being SAVorn acknoAvledged that he 
not only made the entry from a misapprehension, but that on the man’s complaining he 
had a pain in his side, he examined it, but could perceive no mark of bruise or injury. 

Whether this pain or soreness was attributable to the jolting against the Avooden rim of 
the cart in which he sat for a journey of tAventy miles, or to the pressure necessarily 
employed by the attendants in holding and feeding him against his efforts for a period of 
nearly three weeks, it was difficult to say. He never once complained of it in the asylum, 
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District and the last person whom he saw on leaving the institution was the Resident Physician. 

Atcctths 0 who wished him good-bye, and shook hands with him. 

— The notes of the investigation were forwarded to the Poor Law Commissioners, who 
in a lengthened communication to the Guardians of the Union, animadverted strongly on 
the conduct of their officer, stating that a similar error should not he so leniently dealt 
with on any future occasion. The proceeding was also censured by the local Board. 

We have been thus particular in this case, inasmuch as the public — and most justly 
too — is highly sensitive on all matters relating to the treatment of lunatics ; and as heads 
of the department, we think asylums should be beyond all cavil or suspicion when 
humanity, be it ever so indirectly, is in question. 

Revised A code of rules for the management of District Asylums has, since the issue of our last 

SfatfoM.” Report, been framed and promulgated by an order in Council; though modified in part it is 
essentially the same as that submitted from the Board of Control. The principle of giving 
to Resident Superintendents their professional status is fully recognised, and to them the 
moral and general medical treatment of the insane is committed, as well as the domestic 
control of their several establishments — thus far closely approximating to the English 
system. A Visiting or Consulting Physician — an officer whose regular attendance we 
regard as of paramount utility — still continues to be attached to each District Asylum as 
before. We trust that these rules will be carried out by all parties directly interested in 
them, in the same spirit with which they were framed ; if so they cannot fail of beino- 
beneficial to the insane poor, and by putting a stop to any previous cause of misunder- 
standing as to the respective duties of officers and servants, add to the general good name 
which our public lunatic institutions have so long maintained. 

With enlarged duties fresh responsibilities are entailed, and we know no duties more 
onerous, more unceasing, or more irksome than those affixed to the Medical Superinten- 
dents of asylums. The Royal Commissioners of Inquiry, in their Report (1858), referred 
to the rather scant remuneration bestowed on the Physicians and attendents of Irish 
Asylums. Fully concurring in their views, we would further take advantage of the present 
opportunity to express our respectful appreciation of a like opinion pronounced by the Earl 
of Shaftesbury, Chairman of the English Lunacy Board, than whom, from his benevolence, 
none more disposed to take into consideration, and, from his experience, none more com- 
petent to appreciate the services of Medical Officers attached to public Asylums for the 
insane. 



Poorhouses. POORHOUSES. 

Treatment of The poorhouses in this country have varied but little for the last four or five years in the 
Workhouses, number of their lunatic inmates; but as a general rule a better and more considerate system 
of treatment has been adopted in their regard, particularly in those unions — as, for example, 
in the North and South Dublin, the Limerick, Waterford, Kilkenny, Belfast, &c., &c., 
in which many of the insane classes happen to be maintained; a liberal dietary is 
allowed them, and in other respects, so far as the capabilities of these establishments admit 
of, their comforts are fairly attended to. 

From the collective returns (163) before us, it appears that a very small proportion of 
those reported as being mentally affected are actually lunatic in the restricted acceptation 
of the term, the great majority being composed of imbeciles or epileptics. 

Unsuitable- In the correctness of these returns we concur from our own personal observation, having 
Sation^" visited the workhouses already named, and very many others, not alone for the purpose of 
them. suggesting arrangements tendiug to the general benefit of all, but for the object of specially 

inquiring into the mental condition of each of their demented inmates. As we have 
already expressed our opinion as to the manner in which the insane classes in question 
should be provided for, and pointed out the unsuitable construction of workhouses as 
receptacles for no inconsiderable portion of them, not omitting to mention the deficiency 
of in-door means for classification, as well as of facilities for out-door occupation or 
amusement, we deem it unnecessary on the present occasion to trouble your Excellency 
with what would be but a simple reproduction from preceding Parliamentary Reports. 

We are quite aware of the difficulties in which the question of suitably locating persons 
labouring under diseased manifestations of the mind in all their varied forms is involved, 
and of the large expense to which the communitj'- must be subjected, if regular asylum 
accommodation had to be provided for all, and which, furthermore, would be a useless one, 
inasmuch as for the major part of the idiotic, epileptic, and demented, it is only necessary 
to secure a due amount of care and of those comforts and enjoyments which they are 
capable of appreciating. The subject is one of considerable importance, requiring not 
alone armature consideration in its details, but that discussion on the respective merits of 
suggestions which, just now, it might be premature to undertake. 
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Since the date of our last Report we have, so far as lay in our power, disembarrassed of 
gaols of dangerous lunatics ; but the numbers still confined in them, from an almost daily committal8 - 
replenishment, show that the relief practically speaking, has been altogether inefficient*? 
instead of diminishing, committals to them appear to have increased within the ’last 
nine months; and as a matter of course, in those districts where asylum accommodation 
is most, needid, the accumulation of lunatics has become greater, as in the gaols of Down 
Wexford Dublin, Donegal— in fact, no stronger evidence can be afforded of the condition 
of a county in regard to provision for its insane poor, than the state of the prisons belonoin g 
*? i „ In t . 80me of 110 *mht ^ very much reduced in the quantity of ordinary prisoners, m™,™. 

the lunatics constitute nearly a fourth of the inmates, much to the dissatisfaction of the ni ™ceattend- 
authonties, as they interfere so directly with discipline, particularly where the separate ftgSt. 
system is carried out; for the more perfect the organization, the greater would seem the 
disadvantages accruing to it from an intermixture of the sane and insane. Though deten- 
tion m prison after a certain time may, as a rule, be considered to exercise a very d eleterious 
influence over lunatics, it would still be a mistake to suppose that all committals must 
necessarily prove injurious to the committed— the reverse is by no means uncommon- 
neither should this fact be a matter of surprise, when it is remembered that as dissipation’ 
exposure to excitement, and habits of intemperance, constitute no inconsiderable share of 
the immediate causes of insanity, the sudden interruption to them, caused by the control and Advantages 
isolation of a prison life, not unfrequently acts both promptly and efficaciously on the 
lunatic. It may also be observed that there are certain ingredients of success which some 
gaols may possess more largely than the crowded asylum of the district. The former is 
had recourse to on the first violent outbreak of the disease, while the patient himself 
unless there be many of his class confined with him, has a greater intercourse with the 
sane. 



We would thus account for the early cures effected in prison ; so that, much as one may 
disapprove m very many cases of the mode of committal, it must be acknowledged there 
is some good mixed up -with the evil, while under any circumstances, the lunatic who 
otherwise might be neglected, and possibly maltreated, finds a temporary refuse ; so, until 
some adequate accommodation be established, gaols must be more or less liacf recourse to 
as affording, in urgent cases, an auxiliary provision for the insane. It would, no doubt inattention of 
be much more satisfactory for the public service, did magistrates commit persons only to KSlis 
prison as. violent or dangerous lunatics, who bond fide were so ; but they adopt, as the of the Act. 
Law Advisers of the Crown can fully corroborate, a very lax and culpable practice on many 
occasions in the mode of carrying out the provisions of the Act. The committals being 
directly transmitted to our office, in order that action may be taken on them, we are in a 
condition to say that on an average, one in every five or six, if not actually illegal, are 
irregular on some point or other, and thereon a lengthened correspondence commences. 

The truth is, magistrates frequently sign warrants of' committal without seeing, as they 
are bound, the alleged lunatic, or making that strict inquiry which ought never be omitted 
into the antecedents of each case. 

Hence parties, when they become troublesome at home, from old age, bad temper, Class of per. 
physical infirmities, and the like, find their way into prisons, provided that being unsettled mitted 01 ”' 
in their minds, relatives may depose to their insanity. Governors of gaols cannot or do 
not like to question magisterial authority, and so, as a matter of course, these indivi- 
duals, no matter how tranquil or reasonable they may appeal’, are received by them as 
dangerous lunatics. We not unfrequently have found persons so committed, turned of 
sixty or seventy years of age, half blind, decrepit, and in their dotages ; and it has 
happened that some have been actually brought in a dying state, and under very painful 
circumstances, to gaol, as being dangerous to themselves or others. We do all We can 
to check the abuses of the Act which, if correctly administered, and with discrimina- 
tion, we consider calculated as a temporary safeguard for the protection of society, as well 
as of the unhappy individuals themselves. Faulty though the results may be, and will Principle not 
continue to be through inattention on the part of those whose duty it is to carry out the oymionabie. 
Law in its true spirit, human life should not be imperilled by the abrogation of one 
statute till we have the means of guarding it through the operations of another. 

If the party is a pauper maniac, clearly evincing dangerous and uncontrollable pro- Case in point, 
pensities, we cannot fairly object, in the absence of available hospital accommoda- 
tion, to his friends taking advantage of the law, and to their applying to justices of 
the peace for his immediate security by a committal to gaol, in the expectation that tlicnce 
he mil be sent to an asylum for proper treatment ; neither do we think that magistrates, 
when thoroughly informed as to particulars, should throw any impediments in the way, 
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Gaols. ftjjy satisfied as we are that a prompt interference has prevented serious personal injury, 
— and that a procrastination from one day to another, has eventuated in the loss of life. 

For example, and as a practical illustration, we shall assume a case, he it in a northern 
or southern district, at Sligo or Clonmel. A cottier farmer or labourer becomes suddenly 
and violently insane, having a family of three or four young children solely dependent on 
him for their means of subsistence. He lives 50 miles from the asylum ; in the one 
case the gaol of Carrick-on-Shannon, in the other that at Nenagh, lies much closer to his 
home, some thirty miles nearer ; the wife has no one willing or able to take charge of 
him neither has she wherewith to convey the lunatic to the asylum, a journey on foot, 
or in a common country car, of three entire days. She is consequently constrained to 
apply to the next magistrates for his committal, under the provisions of the Act. The 
police take charge of him, and he remains in prison till cured, or ceasing to be dangerous, 
is liberated by one of the committing justices, unless in the interim he may be removed to 
hospital by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. Thus in extensive districts,. and in such 
extreme cases, the statute may be regarded at present not only as a necessity, but when 
judiciously carried out, a certain protection to life and property. 

Division of In our endeavours, and we believe we may now add, our successful endeavours, 
Asylum Dis- to es t a blish provision for the insane poor of this country, we have, as your Excel- 
tnCtS ' lency is aware, urged respectfully, but not the less strenuously, in opposition to local 

influence and authority, the division of districts in preference to the enlargement of 
existing institutions. We did so on conviction, and from a desire that thereby contri- 
butory sub-districts should benefit as much as possible from their outlay on the erection 
and maintenance of asylums, for it may be accepted as a medical truism, that in the area 
around any public institution (unless a counteracting influence be brought into bearing), 
the benefits derivable from it diminish almost in a fourfold degree with increased remote- 
Suggestion ness. By placing these hospitals for the insane within more easy access to applicants for 
for defraying admission, we not only advance the opportunities of checking the disease in its early 
Ssaionof 118 stages, and thus lessen an expenditure of public rates, in supporting chronic patients, 
patients to ^wt we obviate to a considerable degree the necessity and consequent frequency of gaol 
sy ums. committals. In a preceding passage of this Report, the utility was suggested of authorizing 
magistrates resident in any particular locality, and thus, it is to .be presumed, cognizant 
of the social condition of the parties, to defray on urgent occasions the transmission of 
insane poor to the asylum of the district out of the county rates, whereby committals to 
prison would be also lessened. In the new code of rules already referred to, we had a 
power given to the Board of Governors to pay out of the asylum funds the cost of the 
return of recovered lunatics. B}' this means a sort of reciprocity of conveyance for the 
benefit of the indigent would be established. 

Treatment of The treatment of lunatics in prison appears, on the whole, to be very, humane. Their 
53f» in dietary, which is not fixed, is generally left by visiting Boards of Superintendence to the 
discretion of the Medical Officers, who are at liberty to order for individual cases whatever 
they may deem advisable. So far as the limited capabilities of a gaol permit, we have reason 
to think that, as a class, a considerate attention is for the most part bestowed on them. 
They are placed immediately under the cave of one of the Warders, assisted, when neces- 
sary, by two or more prisoners or convicts, who, it is to be presumed, are selected to the 
task for their good behaviour and intelligence. With regard to bedding, fuel, clothing, 
and other creature comforts, we have found them generally well supplied. The food is 
ample in quantity; but we could desire in some gaols more animal and vegetable nutri- 
ment, particularly for those any lengthened time in confinement. As a matter of course, 
in the absence of all means of classification, recourse is had in violent cases to handcuffs 
and similar mechanical appliances for coercion; and on some, but rare occasions, the 
mode even of their application appeared to us much too severe. We are not, however, 
disposed to attribute this so much to any intentional harshness, as to an ignorance on the 
part of persons uninstructed on the subject, and who, perhaps, themselves having sufferc 
violence from the insane, naturally dread their excitement. . . 

detection of° great and irremediable objection to the detention of lunatics in gaols arises, from 

lunaticsln their liability to a continued confinement, in narrow cells and cheerless passages, without 
s' 101 ®' a single break to the monotony of their existence, while the yards, in which at best they 
can take but a scanty exercise, overhung by lofty walls, are drear and gloomy ; thus the 
very residence itself, intended as a place of punishment for criminals, or of safe custody 
for prisoners, is calculated in many cases to render the disease more fixed and intractable. 

On the 31st March 282 individuals of both sexes were confined as dangerous lunatics. 
If divided equally among the 40 gaols of this country, there would on an average be 
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about seven in each of them.. But such was not the case; for 209 were to be found in ten Gaols. 
prisons belonging to those districts where the want of asylum accommodation had been 
most felt. In thirteen gaols, on the other hand, where a provision existed, there were no 
insane whatever ; thus, the remaining seventeen had, one with another, five lunatic inmates. 

U-mgthe uuie months just elapsed there were 527 committals under the Act 1st Vic., 
cap. 27 327 males and 200 females; so that the total in custody for the time being, 

including the 282 already confined, amounted to 809. 

From the documents in our office, it would appear that 51 were discharged cured, Admissions, 
and 146 by Magistrates on medical certificates, as convalescent, or ceasing to be dangerous. c geS:&c ‘ 
Thus, then, in fairness it must be conceded, that committals have been productive of 
good ; for not only have absolute recoveries been obtained in gaols, but the exposure of 
life and property to. injury averted; for it is to be presumed, that many of the discharged 
cases had been received in the acute or violent stages of the malady, as they left on the 
score of being improved, or no longer dangerous. 249 were transmitted to asylums by 
warrant of the Lord Lieutenant — the prisons which they left having served as a tempo- 
rary refuge; 32 died — a mortality at the rate of 10-| per cent, for nine months, or nearly 
3 per cent, more than in asylums. On the 31st December, 1861, 321 lunatics committed 
as dangerous were still in custody, and being fully three hundred and twenty more than 
we should desire to see so located, it will continue our unceasing object to disembarrass 
gaols altogether of such inmates, through the establishment of a sufficient and suitable 
accommodation for the insane poor in every district of the kingdom. 



CENTRAL .ASYLUM AT DUNDRUM. 

The Central Asylum, at Dundrum, erected for insane persons charged with offences in 
Ireland, and now in its eleventh year of operation, contained on the 31st March, 131 
inmates. In the interval up to the 31st December, four were admitted in the usual form, 
by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant; one patient effected his escape, he had been in 
the Asylum nearly four years, and, in the ordinary course of law, being recovered, would 
have been shortly discharged, as the term of his penal servitude was about to expire ; one 
died — a proportion far below the common scale of mortality, thereby affording the strongest 
evidence of the sanitary state of an institution, containing altogether 150 human beings. 
On the 31st December there were in the Asylum 131 patients, or 11 beyond its due com- 
plement. 

As in former Reports this asylum has been so fully dwelt on in detail, and those 
subjects which we deemed pertinent to the safe custody and well-being of its occupants, 
brought under the notice of the Executive, it is unnecessary for us to reproduce them on 
the present occasion. We would, however, observe, that in every respect the institution 
progresses satisfactorily ; the house is kept in a creditable condition as regards order and 
cleanliness, while the patients themselves are treated with every consideration, the majority 
of them being usefully employed, viz., 65 out of 91 males, and 27 out of 40 females. 
The grounds, comprising altogether 31 acres — 24 within the walls and 7 outside — with 
the exception of the pleasure gardens and airing courts, are partly tilled and in part grazed 
— the establishment being now supplied with milk from its own dairy. 

With regard to the educational and social condition of the patients, 57, or nearly 
one-half, are illiterate, while the unmarried amount to 82. The following tabular form 
classifies the present inmates of the Dundrum Asylum, in reference to the offences which 
they committed, or of which they were accused: —

Erom the foregoing table your Excellency will perceive, that ten patients charged with 
homicide are sane ; but as five of them have not been convalescent as yet for an entire 
year, we feel no immediate difficulty in their regard. A question, however, arises, and 
one of no easy solution, in a moral and social point of view, as to how the others ouo-ht

to be disposed of. To keep a sane person confined for a lengthened period among lunatics 
■may, on the one hand, appear an act of injustice to the individual, who had been acquitted 
on the score of being an irresponsible agent ; while on the other, a respect is due to public 
prejudice against the ingress of a lunatic homicide, even though restored to reason, into 
society, and particularly to a locality where the deed was committed. If there existed 
unequivocal proof that the party was of unsound mind at the immediate time, and 
that there was just reason to think recovery perfect, and likely to be permanent, we 
should have little hesitation in recommending a discharge; fortunately, too, in every 
instance we have done so the result has been satisfactory; but when the grounds of 
acquittal are at all doubtful, and that the accused never exhibited any symptoms of 
insanity after trial, or suspicious ones before it, the line we ought to adopt becomes very 
embarrassing; for example, there is a patient at present in the asylum, coming within 
this category, who has been there for five years, and is perfectly sane. Were it certain 
that if free he would emigrate, he might be liberated; but no engagement made in his 
present position would be binding on him, and we can scarcely advise his unconditional 
discharge, from a regard to strong- local feelings against his release, which have not as yet 
subside! ; thus, in getting out of one difficulty, we should probably find ourselves involved 
in a greater. 

In a preceding report we remarked that one of the main difficulties to be contended with 
at the Central Asylum had reference to convicts, the average admittance of whom since its 
opening has amounted to nine annually. Some of them being malingerers, were soon de- 
tected and sent back to prison ; others recovered, and were, for the most part, discharged in 
due course of law. When delusions, real or feigned, are in question, it is easy to deal with 
' the party, as then there is something definite to work on ; but when habits of insubordi- 
nation, recklessness of conduct, and a disposition to violence uncontrolled by any moral 
influence, are the sole symptoms by which the mental condition of a prisoner is to be 
judged of, great difficulties arise as to whether he be actually a lunatic, and irresponsible 
for his acts, or quite the reverse. Such persons, however, being duly certified to be insane, 
are received, as a matter of course, into the Dundrmn Asylum, and pass through it, many 
of them, troublesome enough, remaining till the period of their penal servitude terminates, 
while others are re-transmitted to the convict depot as soon as their state of health per- 
mits it. 

In two or three instances it has happened, that the parties themselves, getting tired of 
living with lunatics, and feeling that they were objects of suspicion, from being constantly 
watched, speedily recovered, frankly expressing a preference for prison life. 

To exemplify the difficulty which the question of sanity or insanity may produce, in 
regard to the treatment of convicts, we will adduce a case recently visited by one of the 
Inspectors in the lunatic wards of the gaol at Philipstown, and whose history on a per- 
sonal inquiry was noted at the time. 

W. W., a native of the County Kilkenny, well-educated for his previous station in life, 
commenced his career, not by degrees, but lay boldly and at once robbing his father, on a 
Sunday, when at chapel, of whatever earnings he had saved as a labourer; came to Dublin, 
where, previous to his last offence, he had been fourteen different times in prison, sum- 
marily convicted for larcenies, &c. He seems utterly reckless and depraved, versed in 
crime, and indifferent to punishment., which he represents as being only calculated to 
render him more insubordinate and vindictive. He is about twenty-six years of age. He 
kept a female companion, as was the fashion with some of his associates, to whom he 
intrusted all his gains on the produce of picking pockets and shop-lifting. He was not 
addicted to drinking, neither did he appear to have been altogether insensible to the early 
teachings of religion ; he frequented his place of worship perhaps from better motives, 
though it sometimes happened that yielding to his ruling passion, he returned from it with 
the purse or even prayer-book of some more practical Christian. His conversation is 
rational, and there is no delusion discoverable about him. He appears to regard his own 
existence and that of his neighbour with a like indifference. W. was placed in the 
lunatic department of the prison from his unaccountable disregard of rules, and sudden 
outbreaks of violence — at one time boisterous and unmanageable, and at another quite 
taciturn and dejected, without any assignable cause for either. 

This is a strong, but not an exaggerated case, indicative of the action of the human 
mind. How far the effects resulting therefrom, whether it be in regard to criminality, 
on the one hand, or on the other, to the social rights and privileges of the individual, are 
to he attributed to insanity, is more a subject for legal consideration than for discussion 
in a Parliamentary Report. 

Willing as we may be to discover a palliation for crime in the false perceptions between 
right and wrong in the mind of the offender, it still comes within our province to suggest 
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that such parties, if they persist in turbulence and insubordination, should not mix with Central 
other inmates of the asylum, but have separate wards, and be under a separate discipline. rfuNDRUM? 
However, once admitted, the antecedents of the patients are no longer considered; they — 
are recognised only as lunatics, receiving the same kindly treatment as the others; and 
we are happy to state that many of them, gradually conforming to the rules of the insti- 
tution, become quiet, amenable, and useful on the farm, or if they prefer it, are instructed 
m some handicraft business. 

We have remarked that in no instance up to the present had we cause to regret the free Discharge of 
discharge of recovered lunatics from the Dundrum Asylum, a result materially owing rec ° ve , red 
to the caution and judgment exercised in their regard by the Resident and Visiting Phy- P 
sicians m giving certificates of sanity. Furthermore, in every aggravated offence, inde- 
pendent of our own personal examination, from time to time, into the immediate condition 
of the patient, a year s probation of unbroken health is required by us before we submit 
the case to the favourable consideration of the Executive. 

Strong tendencies or predispositions are attributed to the insane ; but from our experi- Tendencies of 
ence, we would restrict the homicidal within the narrowest limits— the suicidal is much the inEane ' 
more prevalent; — a lunatic lives within himself, his mind is separated more or less from 
the world at large, and looking with distrust on those around him, no matter how closely 
related, all his miseries, present or future, are centred in his own existence, which often 
becomes an insufferable burden to him ; — but while we have reason not to ignore the 
former, it appears to us that most of the deaths or violent assaults on the person, at the 
hands of the insane, when delusions actually existed, were accidental, originating in circum- 
stances of the moment. We do not therefore regard the deprivation of another of life by 
a lunatic as a bar to his liberation when thoroughly cured. We are fortified in this 
opinion, by finding on reference to the statistics of the Dundrum Asylum since its opening, 
that more than one-half, or 126, of those received into it had committed homicide or 
grievous assaults ; and it so happened that of the former, two were perpetrated in District, 

Asylums, and of the latter, two were made on physicians attached to them. Still, with all 
these apparent elements of violence and danger, very little of either has been noticeable in 
the Dundrum Asylum. 

There were, it is true, during the past ten years, some assaults committed, as might Assaults on 
happen in any similar institution; two of these, and of a very serious character, were on firpatfents. 
the one person, a lunatic, who is much given to irony and descanting upon his companions 
both in prose and verse. The third we shall mention was an attempt made by a patient, 
otherwise of inoffensive habits, on the life of an attendant, whom he wounded severely 
in the side with a small bar of sharpened iron ; he had long entertained the delusion that 
unless he could kill this attendant he himself would be poisoned. The suicidal propen- Attempts at 
sity is much more frequent, as may be gathered from the one fact that at the female side, y^" destnic ' 
with only forty patients, three women at the same time attempted self-destruction from 
starvation, and one succeeded, from the debility under which she subsequently sunk. 

In consequence of the influx of patients and the number of criminal lunatics in gaols, Enlargement 
who were still unaccommodated, we felt called on to apply to your Excellency for an of Asylum, 
enlargement of the asylum by fifty beds, thus setting the hospital free for the reception of 
invalids, and not have it, as now, solely employed for dormitory purposes; 120 was the 
original number for which the building was constructed, and even for it the provision was 
rather restricted, some of the day-rooms being overcrowded. The additions, as suggested 
by us, will we anticipate be found highly useful ; a reading-room is proposed for the better 
and convalescent classes, as well as a refectory, large day-room, and a Turkish bath for 
general use ; and we have further made provision for separating turbulent inmates from 
the more quiet and orderly. Among other improvements too, we have arranged with a 
public company in the neighbourhood, for a regular supply of gas to the institution. 

The current expenditure of the asylum, of which the details have been given from Expenditure, 
year to year in preceding Reports, amounted in eleven years, that is, from the 31st 
December, 1850, to 31st December, 1861, to an average charge of about £26 12s. per 
head per annum. 

In closing our remarks on the Central Asylum, which, since its opening, has been alto- Management 
gether intrusted to our management and control, we feel it a simple matter of justice of 
to state to your Excellency that its satisfactory condition is mainly if not altogether due 
to the care and attention bestowed on the patients by both the Resident and Visiting 
Physicians, aided by the other officers, and to a vigilance and uniform propriety of con- 
duct on the part of the attendants. 

Now that the asylum is in its twelfth year of operation, it may not be uninteresting 
to your Excellency if we give in the subjoined form a general resume of the cases received 
into it since its opening up to the 31st December, and of the mode in which they are or 
were disposed of.

PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

Under the provisions of the 5 & 6 Viet., c. 123, 'and subsequent Acte, there are at 
present twenty-two Private Lunatic Asylums in operation ; nineteen of which are licensed, 
and three unlicensed, the latter being partly charitable institutions, viz., St. Patrick’s 
or Swift’s Hospital, St. Vincent’s Asylum for Females, managed altogether by a religious 
sisterhood or community, and the Bloomfield Retreat, belonging to the Society of Friends. 

During the nine months ending 31st December, sixteen licences were issued, authorizing 
the reception of 303 patients, the fees paid on which amounted to £161. These fees, in 
full now produce annually upwards of £200, or more than double the sum necessary to 
cover the expenses attendant on the supervision of private licensed houses. _ . 

We have had, latterly, no reason to complain of the manner in which private institu- 
tions for the insane have been conducted. .. 

In consequence, however, of certain irregularities connected with the admission ot 
patients into Hartfield House and Eagle Lodge, and an inattention on the part of the pro- 
prietors of those establishments to our frequent representations, we deemed it our duty 
to recommend that conditional licences only should be granted them, a recommendation 
on which the Magistrates assembled at Quarter Sessions acted by issuing the licences for 
three, instead of twelve months, which was equivalent to a fine of £20 on the former, and 
of £13 on the latter, inasmuch as the fees had thus to be paid twice over within the year. 
The proprietors of one or two other asylums have also, from time to time, been more or 
less irregular and inattentive to our warnings; but we trust the course adopted by us on 
the occasions referred to, and which we are resolved to carry out whenever the forms ot 
the law are not observed, will have the effect of preventing the recurrence of any future 
ncfrlcct. . 

The present accommodation in Private Asylums, including the three partly charitable 
institutions already named, is for 600 patients, constituting an increase of 150 beds •within 
the last five years, from which it is evident that the demand for asylum accommodation 
has not been confined exclusively to the humbler classes of society; for, as the necessity of 
extending the District Lunatic Asylums of Ireland has pressed itself on the attention of 
the public, a similar one has been experienced by the proprietors of Private Licensed 
Houses from the same cause. 
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There are six establishments not under the care of resident medical men, viz., the asylums 
R etreat, Armagh ; Bloomfield Retreat, county Dublin ; Course Lodge, county Armagh ; 

Lysle House, county Dublin ; Riversdale Lodge, county Dublin ; and St. Vincent’s 
Asylum, county Dublin; these, however, are regularly visited by duly qualified and 
experienced physicians, in accordance with the 18th sec. of the Act. 

The interior arrangements of many of the Private Asylums are now most satisfactory, Alterations 
alterations and additions having been made in them, at our suggestion, with the express ^ a e n™ prove * 
object of providing suitable accommodation for the inmates. Mechanical restraint is Disuse of 
now, we are glad to observe, not employed except in cases of extreme violence, and then ™ t c H° al 
only so long as may be necessary for the pi’otection of the patients themselves. So far 
we have just reason to be content, for, contrasted with what it was some yeai’s back, one 
cannot fail to observe, in the present condition of Pi’ivate Asylums, many salutary im- 
provements, both as regards the general well-being and social comforts of the patients, 
and increased means for carrying into effect a proper system of classification. 

The proprietors of Farnham House, Hampstead House, and Hartfield House, have Separate es- 
provided distinct and separate establishments for the accommodation of females, an 
arrangement of which we cannot too highly approve, while St. Vincent’s Asylum, Lysle 
House, Riversdale Lodge, Course Lodge, and Annebrook are exclusively devoted to the 
reception of female lunatics. The total number of females thus separately accommodated 
at present is 84 ; and when the extensions now in progress at St. Vincent’s are completed, 
there will be provision for a much larger number. 

To this (the Private Asylum) branch of our department we pay xmceasing attention, visitation of 
and our efforts have been productive of much good. We visit Licensed Houses very licensed 
frequently, not alone for the purpose of inspecting the establishments themselves and housea - 
their domestic arrangements, but of examining into the condition of the patients, and 
satisfying ourselves that no pai’ty shall be improperly or unnecessarily detained, or who is 
not a fit and proper person for confinement in an asylum. 

The total number of lunatics in custody in Private Lunatic Asylums on 31st March, 1861, Statisticsof 
• was 513, namely, 267 males and 246 females. During the nine months, 157 were admitted, 7 " 

70 males and 87 females; making a total under treatment during that pei’iod of 670, 

337 being males and 333 females; the discharged amounted to 131 — 57 males and 74 
females; a considerable number of them, howevei’, were but transferences from one 
asylum to another; of these 131, 60 were returned to our office as absolute recoveries — 

27 males and 33 females; 43 improved — 25 males and 18 females; 25 not recovered or 
incurable — 3 males and 22 females ; 3 escaped — 2 males and 1 female ; two were brought 
back almost immediately after ; the third, a colonel in Her Majesty’s service, we regx-et to 
say, committed suicide by drowning himself, and so detei’mined was he to effect his Suioide - 
purpose, that he filled his pockets with stones. His body was found in a quany-pit about 
a mile from the asylum. On its discovex-y, one of the Inspectors proceeded to the asylum, 
and made special inquiry into all the circumstances of the case. It appeai’ed that the 
lunatic had, while at exercise on the ground, eluded the vigilance of the attendants, and 
although followed, succeeded in escaping pursuit, owing, it is supposed, to having con- 
cealed himself amongst the thick hedge-rows in the neighbourhood, and which were in 
full leaf at the time. A Coroner’s inquest was held, and a verdict retuimed in accord- 
ance with the facts. This was the only death out of 24, the total moi’tality referrible to 
suicide or accident, that occurred in Pi'ivate Asylums during the pei’iod intervening 
between the 1st April and 31st December, 1861.

APPENDIX F. 



General Rules and Regulations for the Management of District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland 
issued by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council on 16th January, 1862. 



By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 
Carlisle. 

Whereas by an Order made on the 27th day of 
March, 1843, certain General Rules and Regulations 
were established for the good conduct and manage- 
ment of the several District Lunatic Asylums in 
Ireland ; and by Orders made respectively the 1 3th 
of April, 1844, the 15th of February, 1847, and the 
14th of October, 1863, certain further General Rules 
and Regulations were established for the good con- 
duct and management of those Asylums. 

And whereas it is expedient that the said Rules 
should be rescinded, as well as all Bye-Laws founded 
on them. 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of 
Ireland, by virtue of the powers given unto Us by the 
statutes in such case made and provided, do order 
and direct that the said several Rules and Regula- 
tions, and all Bye-Laws founded thereon, be rescinded, 
and that for the future good conduct and management 
of such Asylums, and for defining the duties of the 
different Officers connected therewith, the following 
Buies and Regulations be substituted in place 
thereof. 

The Board of Governors. 

I. — The Board of Governors of each Asylum, three 
members whereof shall form a quorum, shall meet 
regularly on a fixed day, and at a fixed hour, to be 
determined by tire Governors, once in every month 
(or oftener, should it be deemed necessary or advis- 



able), for the discharge of the ordinary business of 
the institution ; and every such Board shall examine 
into all fiscal details and the general management of 
the Asylum ; and after an inspection of it by two or 
more Governors, shall enter on the minutes of the 
day’s proceedings, a report of its state as to cleanli- 
ness, regularity, and order, and the condition of its 
inmates, stating how far their well-being and comforts 
are attended to.

day the Resident Medical Superintendent shall issue 
summonses for a meeting on that day week. 

III. — Special meetings may be summoned at not 
less than four days’ notice for any particular object 
upon a requisition to the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent to that effect, signed by two or more Gover- 
nors, or by one of the Inspectors. 

IV. -— A full and accurate copy of the minutes of 
proceedings of every meeting of the Board shall he 
transmitted to the Inspectors within four days from 
the day of meeting; the Board shall also transmit to 
the Inspectors the quarterly accounts and estimates 
of expenditure, and all applications for the advance 
of moneys for the current Asylum maintenance. 

\ .—All tenders for contracts, whether accepted or 
rejected, signed as such by the Chairman of the 
Board at which they have been opened, shall he duly 
forwarded to die office of the Inspectors for examina- 
tion and approval. All receipts for disbursements in 
regal'd to current expenditure, clnlv authenticated In- 
dio Board, shall bo sent to tlm Commissioners o'f 
Audit m London. 



VL— The general dietary shall he regulated by the 
Board, subject to such alterations as the Inspectors 
may think fit from time to time to recommend The 
Medical Officers shall be at liberty to prescribe such 
extras as they may deem necessary. 
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Admission, Treatment, and Discharge of 
Patients. 

VII. — Persons labouring under mental disease, 
duly certified as such by a registered physician or 
surgeon, and for whom papers of application are filled 
up in the prescribed form, to the satisfaction of the 
Board, shall be admissible into District Asylums, 
after having been examined by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent. 

VIII. — No patient is to be admitted without the 
sanction of the Board, except by order of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or in ease of urgency, when the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, or, in his absence, the Con- 
sulting and Visiting Physician of the Asylum, may 
admit upon his own authority, stating on the face of 
his order the grounds upon which he acts. 

IX. — The Board may require an engagement to be 
given in writing for the removal of any patient, to be 
signed by the friends of the patient, or the magistrate, 
clergyman, or other responsible person who signs the 
application for admission. 

X. — Patients, except where special reasons to the 
contrary may exist, are to be clad in the dress of the 
institution, and their own clothes are carefully to he 
laid by, to be returned to them on their discharge. 

XI. ' — The patients shall, on admission.be carefully 
bathed and cleansed, unless otherwise directed by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. They shall be 
treated with all the gentleness compatible with their 
condition ; and restraint, when necessary, shall be as 
moderate, both in extent and duration, as is consistent 
with the safety and advantage of the patient. 

XII. — Strict regularity shall be observed with 
respect to the hours for rising in the morning and 
retiring for the night ; that for rising being fixed at six 
o’clock from the 1st of April to the 30th of September, 
and for retiring at an hour not earlier than half-past 
eight o'clock nor later than nine for the same period. 
During the Winter six months the patients shall rise 
at seven, and retire not earlier than seven nor later 
than eight o'clock. 

XIII. — The like regularity must be observed with 
respect to meals ; in no case shall the number of meals 
be less or more than three, and they shall he supplied 
during the Summer six months at the following hours, 
viz. : breakfast at eight o’clock ; dinner at one o’clock ; 
and supper at six o’clock; — and during the Winter 
six .months at the following hours, viz. : breakfast at 
nine o’clock ; dinner at two o’clock ; and supper at 
half-past five o’clock. 

XIV. — On the admission of a patient the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, or, if he shall be absent on 
leave, the Consulting and Visiting Physician, shall 
make himself acquainted as far as possible with the 
history of the case, and note the same down in the 
General Registry; he shall also examine into the 
bodily condition of the patient, who is to be placed in 
an appropriate division, and carefully attended to both 
medically and personally. 

XV. — Patients may be visited from time to time by 
their friends, with the permission of the Resident Me- 
dical Superintendent, and as a general rule between 
the hours of 12 and 4 o’clock, p.m. 

XVI. — No patient shall be discharged without an 
order from the Board, on a certificate signed by both 
Medical Officers, stating the then mental condition of 
the patient ; and no lunatic transferred to an Asylum 
from gaol, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, as 
dangerous, shall be set free or handed over to his 
friends as ceasing to be dangerous, except on a joint 
certificate to that effect, from both Medical Officers ; 
but in the interval between the meetings of the Board 
it shall be in the power of the Inspectors, or one of 
them, to order the discharge of any patient (not being 
a criminal lunatic placed in the Asylum under an 
order of the Lord Lieutenant); but no such order 
shall be made, except at the request of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, until after a personal inspec- 
tion of the patient by the Inspector making it ; and 



in every case the order shall be in writing, stating the 
grounds on which it is made, and shall be deposited 
with the Resident Medical Superintendent, to be kept 
by him among the records of the Asylum. 

XVII. — On die discharge of patients who have no 
available means, the Board is authorized to allow the 
expense of their journey home. 

XVIII. — Patients confined in the Central Asylum 
utDundrum and removable therefrom, under the 12th 
Section of 8 & !) Vic., cap. 1 07, shall, if insane, at the 
expiration of their period of imprisonment, and if 
liable to be treated as pauper lunatics, be transmitted 
after due inquiry by the Inspectors to the District 
Asylum, to which, as pauper lunatics, they shall ap- 
pear to have been admissible previous to their being 
taken into custody. In the absence of any such de- 
finite information, they shall be transferred to the 
District Asylum of the locality, in which the offence 
with which they were charged was committed. Lu- 
natics so transferred to District Asylums may be dis- 
charged therefrom by order of the Board of each 
Asylum, as if they had been originally admitted by it. 



Resident Medical Superintendent. 

XIX. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall 
be duly qualified as a Physician and Surgeon. 

XX. — He shall superintend and regulate the whole 
establishment, and is to be intrusted with the moral 
and general medical treatment of its inmates, for 
whose well-being and safe custody he shall be respon- 
sible ; and he shall at all times devote his best exer- 
tions to the efficient management of the institution. 

XXI. — He shall engage all servants and attendants, 
subject to the approbation of the Board ; and fine, 
suspend, or with the sanction of the Board or Inspec- 
tors, dismiss them for infraction of rules or neglect 
of duty. In cases, however, of drunkenness, insub- 
ordination, or cruelty, he may peremptorily dismiss 
any attendant, reporting the name of the party and 
the cause of dismissal to the Inspectors within four 
days, and to the Governors at their next meeting. 
He shall take care that no servant or attendant he 
engaged by him who is under twenty-two or over 
thirty-six years of age, and who has not the most 
satisfactory testimonials as to sobriety, good temper, 
and morality. 

XXII. — He shall, before one o’clock, p.m., inspect 
the whole establishment daily, — dormitories, — dining- 
rooms, — kitchen, — laundry, — stores, &c. lie shall go 
through all the divisions, and see that they are orderly, 
well ventilated, and of a proper temperature. He 
shall carefully examine each patient who may seem 
to require his advice, or to whom his attention may 
be directed. When going round the female divisions 
he shall be accompanied by the Matron or Head 
Nurse, who shall direct his attention to any matter 
worthy of notice. 

XXIH.— He shall take care that all the Officers of 
the institution acquit themselves of their respective 
duties, and in any case of their neglect, he shall report 
accordingly to the Board at its next meeting. 

XXIV. — He shall also visit the male divisions after 
the patients have retired to rest, and satisfy himself 
that they are safely and comfortably located for tbe 
night. 

XXV. — In complicated or difficult cases of mental 
disease, or any case requiring particular treatment, 
he shall freely communicate with the Consulting and 
Visiting Physician, and concert with him the most 
judicious mode of treatment which should be adopted. 

XXVI. — He shall never be absent from the Asylum 
at the same time with the Matron, nor ever for the 
night without special leave from the Board of Gover- 
nors or the Inspectors, and upon every such absence 
he shall enter in the book the date and period; and 
inform the Consulting and Visiting Physician, who for 
the time shall exercise a general supervision over the 
establishment. 
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XXVII. — He shall be careful that the following 
hooks are kept with regularity, and that they are at 
all times ready for inspection, viz. - 

1. The General Registry. 

2. The Registry of Discharges and Deaths. 

3. The Medical Journal. 

4. The Morning Statement Book, which shall con- 

tain a return of the number of patients divided 
according to their sex and changeability,— the 
names of those admitted and discharged, spe- 
cifying their mental condition, — the names of 
those who have died, — the number employed, — 
the names of those who may be under me- 
chanical restraint or seclusion, and the causes 
thereof, — the number under medical treatment, 
— tire horn- and duration of visits of the res- 
pective officers, to be recorded by themselves. 
This daily return to be countersigned by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

o. The Want Book, in which, previous to each 
monthly meeting, all articles required for the 
use of the Asylum shall be entered for the ap- 
proval and signature of the Chairman. 

0. The Minute Book, containing a full and faithful 
record of the proceedings of the Board. 

7. The Letter or Correspondence Book, in which 

shall be entered the dates of all letters received, 
and copies of all letters written on business of 
the institution. 

8. The Application Book, in which shall be entered 

the particulars of the several applications for 
admission. 

9. The Memorandum Book for such observations 

and reports as any of the Governors or Officers 
may think necessary to insert in it, 

XXVIII. — He is to take care that the Minutes of 
each meeting are fully and accurately transcribed; 
that all communications directed by the Board are 
written, and despatched in due bourse; that any 
returns or information required by the Inspectors be 
furnished to them without delay ; that all accounts of 
the institution are kept in accordance with the regu- 
lations of the Inspectors; and that the bills and 
vouchers are regularly prepared and submitted to the 
Governors at their meetings. He shall be responsible 
for the disbursement of such money as may be placed 
in his hands by the Board. 

XXIX. — All contracts and bonds of agreement shall 
be made in his name, and he shall exercise a general 
supervision over the various articles contracted for as 
to quantity and quality ; and if of inferior quality or 
deficient in quantity, he is authorized, should he feel 
fully justified in so doing, to procure an equivalent 
supply elsewhere at the contractor’s expense. 

XXX He shall report at each meeting on the 

general condition of the establishment, and direct the- 
attention of the Board to any matter that may tend to 
the well-being of the patients, and the efficient man- 
agement of the institution. 

XXXI. — He shall prepare annually, not later than 
the 8 1 st of January, a general report to the Board on 
the condition and expenditure of the Asylum during 
the preceding year, which shall be published as the 
Board may direct. 

Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

XXXII. — The Consulting and Visiting Physician 
shall attend at the Asylum three days in the week, and 
on every day in those Asylums where the number of 
patients shall exceed 200 ; the regular hour of attend- 
ance being in the interval of from ten to one o'clock, 
unless otherwise arranged, by mutual consent, be- 
tween the Medical Officers. On his arrival he is to 
communicate with the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent, in company with whom he shall visit all pa- 
tients labouring under bodily disease, whose course of 
treatment he shall direct, and any who are in seclu- 
sion, or under restraint. He shall also see such 



patients as may have been admitted since his preced- 
ing day of attendance, and any others whom he may 
desire to visit. 

XXXIII. — He shall attend at all times when called 
on by the Resident Medical Superintendent, and 
afford such advice and assistance as may be required 
of him, whether to patients, officers, or servants, and 
daily in cases of acute illness, and accidents of a dan- 
gerous nature.' He shall, once, at least, in each fort- 
night, examine with the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent, into the mental condition of every patient in 
the Asylum. 

XXXlV. — He is on every day of attendance to enter 
in the Morning Statement Book the horn- and duration 
of his visit. 

XXXV. — When requiring leave of absence, he shall 
make application to the Board, in order that, if it be 
deemed necessaiy, a duly qualified substitute may be 
provided in his place. 

XXXVI. — In conjunction with the Resident Medical 
Superintendent he is to examine into the mental con- 
dition of every patient before being discharged, and 
consult with him thereon, before signing the necessary 
medical certificate. Should the Inspectors deem it 
advisable the Consulting and Visiting Physician shall 
attend daily at any Asylum, irrespective of the num- 
ber of patients in it, and afford them any information 
they may require. 

XXXVII. — In every Asylum a Case Book shall be 
kept in the office, in which the history of important 
cases shall be entered, with such observations as the 
Medical Officer in immediate charge of them may 
consider useful and interesting. 

XXXVIII. — When a Surgeon is specially attached 
as such to a District Asylum, he is to attend on acci- 
dents of a serious character, perform operations when 
necessary, and take charge of cases purely surgical. 
The patients under his immediate care should, if pos- 
sible, be treated in the infirmary, and his visits are to 
be regulated as those of the Consulting and Visiting 
Physician. 

Chaplains. 

XXXIX. — When no regular chapels are attached to 
an Asylum the Board shall direct a suitable place to 
be temporarily allocated to religious worship. 

The Chaplains are to attend on Sundays and holi- 
days to officiate according to their respective creeds. 
They are to visit the Institution once in the week, at 
least, to administer religious instruction to those who, 
in the opinion of the Resident Medical Superintend- 
ent, may be susceptible of its influence. They are 
sedulously to avoid all subjects of controversy. In 
case of illness they shall attend when called on. Each 
Chaplain is to keep a book at the Asylum, giving the 
result of his religious ministrations, to be submitted 
to the Board at its meetings, and to be retained in 
' the office. 

The Matron. 

XL. — She shall reside constantly in the Asylum, 
and shall exercise immediate superintendence over 
the female department, but in position and authority 
subordinate to the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
to whom she is to report daily its condition, and any 
irregularity or misconduct that may occur within it. 

XU.— She shall take care that cleanliness, both in 
person and dress, is strictly attended to, and shall have 
particular regard to the rooms in which sick, refrac- 
tory, or idiotic patients are confined. 

XLII. — She shall employ the female patients as 
advantageously as possible to themselves and to the 
establishment, and in every way endeavour to promote 
their comfort and well-being. 

XLIII. — She shall examine the different apartments 
in the female divisions every day before eleven o’clock; 
and shall walk through the corridors after the patients 
have retired to bed, and see that every patient is safely 
and comfortably located for the night, and that the 
nurses are in their proper divisions. 

H 
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yr.T V She shall accompany the Resident Medical 

Superintendent and the Consulting and Visiting Phy- 
sician when visiting the female division of the Asylum, 
and receive from either of them any instructions he 
may deem advisable as to the treatment of the patients. 

XLV.— She shall look after the inner clothing, bed- 
ding linen, &e., &c., of the patients, see that they are 
kept in good repair, and shall take care that, without 
waste, there is angular supply of sheeting, stockings, 
shirts, &c., &c. When she notices a deficiency she 
shall apply, by a written requisition, to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent for such articles as may be 
required, and for which she shall be accountable on 
their receipt from the Storekeeper, to whom she shall 
return all condemned or worn-out articles, to be dis- 
posed of by order of the Board. 

XLVI.— She shall pay strict attention to the state, ot 
the laundry, and to the order and regularity in which 
it is conducted, and exercise a general superintendence 
over the culinary department, the cleanliness of the 
dairies, pantries, &c., &c. 

XLVII. At meal hours she shall inspect the iemale 

refectories, and promote habits of regularity, decorum, 
and cleanliness among the patients, and due attention 



issues of coals, candles, soap, &c., &c., also an invent- 
ory of the furniture, beds, bedding, house linen, &c., &c. 

LY. — He shall sign the pass-books kept by the 
various contractors for milk, bread, meat, &e., &c., on 
the delivery of each article, and is also to keep a pass- 
book to be signed by the contractors, in which the 
quantity delivered shall be entered. 

LVI. — He shall attend for the issue of stores ; and 
in the daily delivery of food to the cook, he shall take 
particular care that the quantity is proportionate to the 
demand in the different divisions as specified in the 
Dietary Book, and that ample time is allowed for the 
cooking and preparation of the various meals. 

LVII. — He shall, as far as possible, see that no 
misapplication of food or other articles occurs after 
having been issued from the stores, and is from time 
to time to observe the male patients at their meals, 
and judge whether they have received their regular 
allowances. Twice in every year, viz., in March and 
October, and oftener if required, he shall take stock 
under the direction of the Board, and make out an 
accurate return in detail, of the aggregate receipts and 
issues during the preceding six months, or any other 
required period. 



on the part of the nurses. 

XLYIII. — The Matron is to consider herselt an 
officer of great trust, and must sedulously watch over 
the good conduct and becoming demeanour of the 
female servants and attendants. She shall not absent 
herself from the Asylum at the same time as the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent; nor at any time without 
the special permission of the Board or the Inspectors. 

The Apothecary. 

XLIX— He shall attend daily at the Asylum before 
two o’clock, or whenever required by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. He is to compound all pre- 
scriptions, entering them in the general prescription 
books in full, and inscribe the necessary directions on 
each parcel legibly. He shall take care that all medi- 
cines not used or which shall be counter-ordered shall 
be returned to him. He is to assist in the infirmary, 

' or in any other part of the institution where his services 
are needed, but shall not prescribe for patients. 

L. He is to take stock twice in the year, and make 

requisitions to the Board through the Resident Medi- 
cal Superintendent. Surgical instruments and those 
employed for restraint are to be kept in the Apothe- 
cary’s shop, to which no person unauthorized by either 
of the Medical Officers shall on any pretence whatever 
have access in his absence. 

Clerk and Storekeeper. 

LI.— He shall attend daily in the office, under the 
directions of the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
and take charge of the various books in it. After each 
meeting he shall make an accurate transcript of its pro- 
ceedings, to he signed by the Chairman of the next 
Board. He shall copy letters written on official busi- 
ness, and file those received. He shall keep all ac- 
counts, examine receipts and vouchers, see that the 
bills are in accordance with the contract prices, and 
have them in order and readiness, to be submitted at 
the usual meetings. 

LII.— He shall have charge of the stores of the in- 
stitution, and receive the same and be accountable for 
the quantity and quality, so as to show the issues of 
every sort, .ordinary as well as extras, and check the 
issues and consumption with each other. 

LIII. — He shall keep an account of the clothing, 
both male and female, exhibiting in a clear manner 
the quantities from time to time received, the articles 
delivered out, together with the divisions in which 
such articles have been supplied, and is on no account 
to issue any articles from store in lieu of any other 
article of the same kind, without a written order (to 
be filed) from the Resident Medical Superintendent or 
Matron. 

LTV. — He shall keep an account of the receipts and 



Servants and Attendants. 

LVHI. — The servants and attendants, both male 
and female, shall be directly responsible to the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, and shall observe habits 
of cleanliness, order, and subordination, as well as 
the most unvarying kindness towards the lunatics 
placed under their charge. 

LIX. — They shall never absent themselves from 
them divisions so as to leave the patients unguarded, 
nor shall they attempt mechanical restraint, seclusion, 
or the use of the shower or plunge bath, without ex- 
press directions from either of the Medical Officers. 
The presence of a servant or attendant, in the case of 
baths being given, shall be imperative. 

LX. — In the morningthey are to see that the patients 
are properly washed and dressed, and at night that due 
regard be paid to their comfort. 

LXI They are to be present when the patients 

are at meals. They shall pay particular attention to 
the clothing and becoming appearance of the patients; 
and shall contribute all in them power, both in and 
out of doors, to their amusement and occupation. 

LXII.— They shall be answerable for the safe keep- 
ing of the lunatics under their care, and in the event 
of escape, attributable to any negligence on their part, 
shall be liable to a fine, or to dismissal. 

LXIII. — At the male side they shall report daily 
to the Resident Medical Superintendent, the condi- 
tions of their respective wards and corridors ; at the 
female, to the Matron ; and shall keep a diary in 
reference to the patients. 

LXIV. — They shall, in their communications with 
the Medical Officers and Matron, state all the circum- 
stances relating to each patient within their knowledge, 
and study, as much as possible, the character and pecu- 
liarities of the different lunatics under their charge. 

LXY. — They are to be responsible for the clean- 
liness and care of bedding, linen, &c., &c., in their re- 
spective divisions, and when repairs are wanted, shall 
report the same, at the male side, to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, at the female, to the Matron 
LXY I.— They are to deliver out the foul linen ol 
their divisions to the Laundress on the appointed 
days, with a docket specifying the description and num- 
ber of articles, and are to compare the docket with the 
clean linen when returned, and are to report any ne- 
glect on the part of the Laundress. 

LXVII. — They are to keep their own presses and 
private rooms in a state of regularity and cleanliness. 

LXVIIL— No servant or attendant is to be per- 
mitted egress from the institution, without the sanction 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, or in his 
absence, if a female, of the Matron, if a male, of the 
Clerk and Storekeeper, with the sanction of the Con- 
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suiting and Visiting Physician, by a written pass ; and 
on no account are the children of any domestic to 
reside in the Asylum. 

LXIX. — They are on no account to receive any 
perquisites, either in money or value, from patients, 
or from the friends of patients admitted to the Asylum ; 
any infraction of this Rule is to be followed by im- 
mediate dismissal. 

LXX — They are to avoid any harsh or intemperate 
language to patients, and must, by steadiness, kind- 
ness, and gentleness, endeavour to contribute to that 
system of moral government upon which the value of 
the Asylum depends. 



The Cook. 

LXXI. — The Cook shall take care that in the morn- 
ing before half after seven o’clock, the kitchen be in 
regular order, the fires lighted, and every thing pre- 
pared for her business : she shall receive from the 
Storekeeper the different articles to be prepared as 
food for the patients and attendants, and be particular 
as to the quantity required ; it shall be her duty to see 
that the meals are properly dressed and ready at the 
particular periods specified for delivery. 

LXXII. — She shall keep all the utensils employed 
by her with the greatest cleanliness, and never omit, 
before retiring to rest, to have the boilers well scorned, 
and the kitchen and scullery thoroughly ventilated 
and purified. 

LXXIII. — She shall not allow loiterers, whether 
patients or attendants, to remain in the kitchen. 

The Laundress. 

LXXIV. — The Laundress shall take charge of the 
patients employed to assist her, and, when their busi- 
ness is over, shall see that they return to the safe 
keeping of the attendants in their respective divisions. 

LXXV. — She shall keep a book, to be called the 
“ Laundry Book, ” in which are to be entered, under 
separate heads, the various articles, soap, blue, starch, 
&c., &c., received by her from the Storekeeper ; and 
also a book containing an exact list of the foul clothes 
to be washed and returned by her weekly to the dif- 
ferent divisions ; any requisition or cause of complaint, 
in her department, is to be conveyed by her to the 
Matron. 



The Porter. 

LXXVI. — The Porter shall have charge of the hall 
and adjoining public apartments, and have them kept 
with neatness and order ; also the entrance and grounds 
immediately in its front. 

LXXVII. — In the morning, during the summer 
months, he shall, at half-past five o’clock, ring the bell 
to call up the servants and attendants; during the 
winter, at a quarter before seven.. 

LXXVIII. — At night he shall see that all the doors 
are locked, and the different yards duly protected, in 
summer, at nine o’clock, p.m. ; and in winter, at eight 
p.m. He shall then deposit all the keys intrusted to 
him with the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

LXXIX. — When called on he shall assist in taking 
charge of the male lunatics, under the directions of 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, and render 
himself generally useful. 

Land Steward and Gardener. 

LXXX.— He shall attend at the hours named by the 
Medical Superintendent to receive the different classes 
for then- respective labours. 

LXXXI. — He shall take charge of all the imple- 
ments used on the farm, and be accountable for them. 
He shall superintend the lunatics when employed on 
the grounds, and assist the attendants generally in 
the care of them. 

LXXXII. — He shall make no purchase whatever of 
seeds, shrubs, <5rc., &c., neither shall he employ hired 
labourers, without directions to do so from the Board. 

LXXXIII. — He shall keep a book containing an ac- 



count, from month to month, of the expenditure on 
the farm and garden; and of the produce thereof; he 
shall enter in it the number of patients employed, as 
well as the amount of vegetables delivered by him daily 
for the use of the Asylum. 

LXXXIV. — He shall be responsible for the neat- 
ness, order, and cultivation of the grounds, and the 
good condition of the farm. 

LXXXV. — -He is to obey all orders he may receive 
from the Resident Medical Superintendent, in regard 
to the patients under his charge, and in no case absent 
himself from his duties without leave. 

Gate Keeper. 

LXXXV I. — He shall take care that the gate-house 
and ground adjoining it, are at all times kept in a 
state of neatness and order. 

LXXXVII.— He shall not admit any stranger with- 
out entering the name and the object of the visit, neither 
is he to permit any servant belonging to the Asylum 
to go out, except on a pass, with the name of the party 
inscribed thereon, signed by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, or in his absence, by the Matron or 
Clerk, with the sanction of the Consulting and Visit- 
ing Physician. 

LXXXVIIL — He shall enter the date of all passes, 
together with the hours of return in the Gate Porter’s 
Book, which is to be brought up every morning to the 
office for the examination and signature of the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, without whose sanction 
no admittance or exit shall be allowed to any non-resi- 
dent officer or servant except through the public en- 
trances. 

LXXXIX. — Ho shall be at all times most cautious 
in guarding against the unauthorized introduction of 
spirituous liquors or cordials of any kind, or any other 
article which may be prohibited by the Board, and 
shall promptly report to the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent any case of impropriety of conduct which 
may come under his observation. 



XC. — In case any misunderstanding shall occur 
between the officers attached to an Asylum with re- 
ference to them respective duties, and the mode of 
carrying them out, or to the meaning of the foregoing 
Rules, the subject of misunderstanding shall' be re- 
ferred to Hie Inspectors, who are to communicate them 
decision to the Board of Governors. 



XCI. — No question relating to increased expendi- 
ture, to alterations in the staff’ or management of an 
Asylum, to the subdivision of old or creation of new 
offices ; or to any other subject of importance, shall 
be taken into consideration, without a month’s previous 
notice; and no resolution of the Board affecting the 
discipline or management of an Asylum as established 
by the present Rules, shall take effect, if contrai-y to 
any of them ; nor, though conformable thereto, until 
after it shall have been submitted, through the In- 
spectors, to the Chief or Under Secretary, and shall 
have received the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 



XCII. — In any District Lunatic Asylum in which 
the person at present holding the office of Manager is 
not a Medical man, the foregoing Rules shall not come 
into operation until he shall cease to hold that office ; 
aud, in the meantime, the Rules hereinbefore recited 
shall remain in force in such Asylum.

Armagh.— Thu additional ''buildings' sanctioned by 
the Lord Lieutenant in Council, and on which £0,500 
is to be expended, are already in progress. 

.. Castlebar, District of Mayo. — The ground, fifty- 
one acres, have been purchased and paid for— £4,090, 
plans prepared in detail, and the contract for building 
duly perfected. A delay of nearly a month has occur- 
red in this undertaking, as, in order to obviate all mis- 
understanding, the Commissioners of Control desired 
to satisfy themselves on the exact terms and securities 
proposed by the contractor. 

Clonmel, District of Tipperary. — Works at the Aux- 
iliary Asylum in progress/ and will be finished in the 
coming autumn. ' Ten acres one rood has been pur- 
chased; cost, ,££,335. 

Ennis] District of Clare'. — The laud for the Asylum, 
forty-nine acres,' has been just paid for*, £3,610, and 
contract for building the boundary wall prepared. 
The architect'selected by the Committee of the Grand 



Jury of the county has not, as yet, submitted plans 
for the buildings to the Board of Control. 

Lettebkenny, District of Donegal. — Land purchased, 
forty-six acres, three roods, at a cost of £3,099; plans 
prepared and approved of by the Board of Control, 
and contract just concluded. 

Exsiscortiiy, District of Wexford.— Ground, fifty 
acres, two roods, purchased. £2,782. The Board of 
Control awaits tlio perfection of the plans already sub- 
mitted to them by the architect selected by the Grand 
Jury of the county. 

Dowhpat meif, District of Doion. — Site selected; 
ground not as yet purchased. 

Monaghan, District of Monaghan and Cavan.— Site 
not definitely fixed. A Committee of the Grand Julies 
has advertised for plans by competition, but none has 
been transmitted as yet to the Commissioners of 
Control for selection. 
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
